THE TARIFF AND DAKOTA ADMIB- 
SION BILLS, 

MR. BROWN FAVORS THE COMMISSION BILL 
AND DEPRECATES PARTISAN FEELING IN 
THE MATTER—THE DAKOTA BILL RE- 
COMMITTED ON A DEMOCRATIC OBJEO- 
TION—-A CLAIM THAT SHOULD BE PAID. 

Wasuincton, March 27.—The Tariff 
Commission bill was again taken up this after- 
noon, when Mr. Van Wyck made a speech 
against it and Mr, Brown spoke at length in 
favor of it. Mr. Brown’s remarks were lis- 
tened to with interest, for the reason that 
toward tke close he concurred almost entirely 
with the sentiments expressed a day or two 
ago by Mr. Miller, of New-York, when he de- 
clared that the South would soon discover 
the necessity of sending Representatives to 
Congress who would protect her indus- 
tries. Mr. Browr believes that, as the 
country or the Government needs about 
$800,000,000 income, and will get about 
$100,000,000 from internal revenue, that it 
must get the $200,000,000 additional by a tariff. 

Admitting the tariff to be unjust, he would 

have it amended, and believes that the propo- 

sition of Mr. Morrill to collectinformation by 

B commission provides a good method for se- 

curing the knowledge necessary to enable 

Congress to act intelligently. A good deal 

had been said in the discussion of the 

bill about the Democratic platformi and 
about the North and the South. He did not 
see why they should enter into the discussion 
in that way. ‘“‘The Democratic Party, of 
which Iam proud to be a member,” said the 

Senator, would not in the next campaign 

insert in its platform a plank of tariff for rev- 

enue only. He believed it would speak for a 

tariff for revenue with incidental protection. 

There were districts now represented by Dem- 

ocrats in which he believed it would be 

impossible for Democrats to elect their 


men if they stood upon a free trade plat- 
form, This would be the case not cnly 
in his State, but also in South Carolina and 
Louisiana, where rice-growers and _ sugar- 
Erowers would insist upon protection. Then 
there were wool-raisers who would not patient- 


ly listen to a proposition to reduce the tariff. 
Again, he said that there were districts both 
South and North which the Democrats could 


not carry on a platform of tariff for 
revenue only. He also believed there 
were districts in the West which 


the Republicans would find it difficult to carry 
on a protection platform merely for protec- 
tion’s sake, The country was not ready to go 
to extremes in this matter, but would keep to 


the medium line. The sooner the matter was 
eliminated trom politics the better it would be 


for the country. In his opinion the subject 


was a great and grave one, and ought not to 
be discussed in a partisan spirit. 

When the proposition to admit a part of 
Dakota Territory as a State was made early 
in the session it was expected that it would be 
opposed by the Democrats. That opposition 
has been already manifested by a report in 
the House by four Democratic members of the 
Committee on Territories. In the Senate to- 
day Mr. Vest rose to ask that the bill reported 
B week ago by Mr. Saunders, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Territories, be recommit- 
ted, giving as a reason for his request 
the excuse that illness and consequent 


absence had prevented him from making a mi- 


nority report. The Democratic side took the 
alarm which Mr. Vest had sounded, and Mr. 
Garland and Mr. Butler, his associates on the 
committee, joined their requests to that of Mr. 
Vest. Mr. Saunders appeared surprised to 
hear that there was any opposition to the bill, 
and said that it had not been manifesed in com- 
mittee. He alsosuggested that if the only object 
of the gentlemen who had spoken was to make 
a mincrity report they could do that without 
going tothe trouble of returning the bill to 
the committee. The favorable report acccm- 
panying the bill set forth the conditions, 
geographical, political, and material, of the 
proposed new State as answering to the 
requirements of a Territory seeking ad- 
mission to the Union of States. The 
Territory was found to be wealthy and in- 
creasing in wealth, with 1,152 miles of railroad 
In operation, with property assessed at $16,- 
500,000, with 4 natiomal and 44 private banks, 
many weekly and daily newspapers, high 
schools, with fine buildings, and a bonded debt 
of $90,000 in 5-20 6 per cent. bonds, selling at 
8 per cent. premium. As some doubt ex- 
isted in the minds of the majority 
of the committee as to whether the 
population is large enough to justify the 
creation of a State, the bill reported required 
as a condition precedent to admission a cen- 
gus, and left in blank the lines of the bill speci- 
fying the number of inhabitants to be named 
as necessary to entitle it to a place as a State, 
The day after this report was made Mr. Hale 
filed a protest, said to have come from holders 
of bonds issued by Yankton County, against 
the admission of the Territory as a State, 
According to the protest Yankton County in 
1872 issued $200,000 in bonds in aid of the 
Dakota Southern Railroad, by authority of 
Congress and a vote of, the people of the 
county, and afterward, in 1881, by act of the 
Legislature of the Territory, virtually repudi- 
ated the indebtedness by enacting a proposi- 
tion to settle with tce bondholders at 50 cents 
on the dollar. The petitioners fear that if the 
authority of Congress over the Territory is 
withdrawn they will be deprived of their over- 
fue unpaid interest, now amounting to more 
than $150,000, upon $50,000 of which 
judgments have been obtained against the 
county. The principal holders of the bonds 
are the Municipal Trust Company of London, 
England. which holds $89,000, and persons in 
Maine, New-Hampshire, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
New-York, Kansas, Illinois, and Toronto, 
The New-York holders are in Buffalo, Utica, 
and Lockport. Mr. Hale, joining with the 
Democrats in the demand for a recommittal 
of the bill, stirred up Mr. Plumb, of Kan- 
ses, who suggested that if the Committe on 
Territories were going into the business of as- 
certaining whether the financial condition of 
cities, towns, or counties was to be taken as 
determining in any way the fitness of States 
to enjoy State relations it would be well to 
ascertain why Elizabeth and Rahway, N. J., 
had repudiated or failed to fulfill their obli- 
gations, and to say what the effect of their 
failures should be upon the standing of 
New-Jersey. He intimated thatthere might 
be other States into the condition of which 
the committee could look with profit. Mr. 
Baunders, having protested for some time 
against the motion to recommit, at last per- 
mitted the motion to be adopted, and the bill 
was returned to the committee tor a rehear- 
ing, in which the matter of the repudiation of 
bonds by Yankton County will be considered. 
, The Senate to-day passed a bill fring to Al- 
bert H. Emery, of Sew-York, $225,000 to pay 
him for the time and money expended by him 
in censtructing the great testing machine in 
the Watertown Arsenal. A similar bill has 
been reported in the House, fixing the sum at 
B20U,000. The claim is admitted by all to 
be a just one, and the at excel- 
lence and value of the machine have been 
repeatedly shown by eminent engineers, 
scientific associations, and officers of the Gov- 
ernment. The actual cost of the machine ex- 
ceeded the money appropriated by Congress 
by about $100,000. The President of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers has 
declared that the construction of the machine 
was one of the greatest pieces of engineering 
work over doue. The machine tests the 
strength of a cable for the East River 
bridge and that of a horse hair with equal 
accuracy, and by crushing iron columns 
or egg-shells reveals the sustaining power 
of each. It has frequently been described and 
commented upon in Tar Timzes. Efforts have 
peen made from year to year to satisfy this 
claim by including the money in one of the 
eneral appropriation bills, but the estimate 
es been excluded on technical grounds, while 
the justice of the claim was admitted. The

ORGANIZING FOR THE CAMPAIGN, 


THE REPUBLICAN CONGRESSIONAL COMMIT- 
TEE ELECT JAY A. HUBBELL CHAIRMAN. 


Wasnineton, March 27.—The Republi- 


can Congressional Campaign Committee met 
to-night at the Ebbitt House for the purpose 
of organizing. After selecting Representa- 
tives Darrell, of Louisiana; Belford, of Colora- 
do, and Tyler, of Vermont, to fill the vacancies 
from those States, the Committee elected Rep- 
resentative J. “A. Hubbell, of Michigan, as 
Chairman, and appointed an Executive Com- 
mittee of 15 members to look after campaign 
affairs for the ensuing year. The com- 
mittee chosen is composed of _ the 
following members: Senators Allison, 
Hale, and Aldrich, and Representatives His- 
cock, of New-York; Robeson, of New-Jersey ; 
McKinley, of Ohio; Fisher, of Pennsylvania; 
Page, of California; Davis, of Illinois; Houck, 
of Tennessee; Calkins, of Indiana; Van 
Horne, of Missouri; Russell, of Massachusetts ; 
Washburne, of Minnesota, and Ryan, of Kan- 
sas, The Executive Committee were empow- 
ered to appoint a Secretary and it is expected 
they will meet within a week or 10 days 
for that purpose. The committee also decided 
after increasing the number of the Executive 
Committee from nine to fifteen members to 
make five members of it a quorum for the 
transaction of business. At the meeting to- 
night it was developed that Senator Kellogg 
and Representative Darrall, of Louisiana, the 
only Republicans in the Louisiana delegation, 
were unable to agree which should represent 
the State on the Congressional committee, 
and the matter was referred to the committee 
to be settled by vote, when Mr. Darrall was

A CAMPAIGN SECRET REVEALED. 
THE WORK GEN. RAUM DID FOR SHERMAN 
WHILE SUPPORTING GRANT. 

Wasnineton, March 27.—Senators Cam- 


_eron and Logan and ex-Senator Conkling may 


hereafter understand what occasioned the 
trouble in their States in 1880, during the con- 
test for delegates to the National Republican 
Convention; also, what caused the continued 
opposition to Gen. Grant at Chicago and the 
destruction of the unit rule by the delegations 
from New-York, Pennsylvania, and Illinois, 
The secret is out at last. Gen. Green B. 
Raum, Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
made a great parade before and during the 
Chicago Convention of his friendship and pref- 
erence for Gen. Grant. Gen. Raum was 
President of the TIllinois Republican 
State Convention that appointed delegates to 
the National Convention, and went to Chicago 
as the avowed friend of Gen. Grant. During 
the fight that has been going on in the Senate 
over the nomination of Thomas N, Cooper 
for Collector of the Sixth North Carolina Dis- 
trict, Col. Thomas B. Keogh, who was Chair- 
man of the Republican State Committee of 
North Carolina in the early portion of 
1880, and who opposed the nomination 
of Cooper, was repeatediy asked why 
he did not carry North Carolina 
for Grant in 1880, The best explanation that 
was possible was made from time to time, 
which was anything but satisfactory to the in- 
quirers. But the other day, during a conversa- 
tion between Col. Keogh and Dr. W. H. Wheel- 
er, ex-Collector of Internal Revenue for the 
Fifth District of North Carolina, the Jatter 
pulled a letter from his pocket, written in the 
early part of 1880, in the handwriting of, and 
signed by, Green B, Raum, asking Collector 
Wheeler to use his influence to have 
Sherman delegates sent from North Carolina 
to Chicago. It explained the activity of 
the revenne and Custom-house officers in 


North Carolina. Senators Cameron and 


Logan can now trace all the troubles 
in their States and in New-York 
in 1880 to the efforts of Raum on behalf of 
Sherman. There is now no doubt that the en- 
tire revenue service of the country was manip- 
ulated in this manner against Gen. 
Grant by a man who openly declared 
himself the friend of Gen, Grant, 
but who was really the friend of John 
Sherman and engaged in obtaining the secrets 
of the Grant leaders and furnishing Sherman 
and his friends with the information thus ob- 
tained. 

The sequel as to Wheeler bears out this con- 
struction. Wheeler refused to do Raum’s 
bidding, and Mr, George B. Everitt was nomi- 
nated for Wheeler’s place by President 
Haves. Everitt failed to be confirmed, and 
was renominated by Mr. Garfield, and was 
confirmed. There is now on filein the Treas- 
ury Department a letter from Sherman to 
Garfield, in which Sherman said, in asking for 
the removal of Wheeler and the appointment 
of Everitt, that this was the only appointment 
outside of Obio in which he had a personal 
feeling. So Everitt was nominated and con- 
firmed and is now Collector of Wheeler’s 
district. 

These facts are only known to a few per- 
sons as yet, The conduct of Gen. Raum is de- 
nounced by them as the most shameful 
piece of treachery toa friend knownin the 
politics of this country. The same infiu- 
enees in North Carolina, as shown 
by the letter to Wheeler, were dcubt- 
less used in all the Southern States, which 
were all forGen. Grantin all honesty and fair- 
ness. The votes of these States, without the 
unanimous vote of New-York, Pennsylva- 
nia, and Illinois, would have nominated 
Gen. Grant on the first bailot. Senators 
Cameron and Logan did not vote the other 
day on the nomination of Thomas N. Cooper, 
It is possible that they may have seen 
Raum’s letter to Wheeler, and known 
that Dr J. J. Mott resigned as 
Collector of the Sixth District only 
on condition that Cooper should succeed him ; 
that Raum recommended Cooper to Sec- 
retary Folger, and that Raum _ lobbied 
in the Senate to secure Cooper’s con- 
firmation. Senator Sherman was exceed- 
ingly activein his efforts to have Cooper con- 
firmed. It is now known that in the event of 
the rejection of Cooper Gen. Raum intends to 

ress the Secretary of the Treasury and the 

resident to allow Mott to withdraw his resig- 
nation and continue as Collector. 


BEBE PRE 
TARIFF QUESTIONS IN THE HOUSE. 
Wasaineton, March 27.—The Ways and 

Means Committee will endeavor to get the 
Tariff Commission bill before the House to- 
morrow, and the vote upen the resolution by 
which it was madoa special order in Com- 
mittee of the Whole indicates that the 
committee will succeed. When the bill 
has been taken up, the debate will be opened 
by Mr. Kasson, who will be followed by Mr. 
Carlisle, the ablest speaker on tariff questions 
among the Democrats. Some time ago Mr. 
Kelley introduced a bill placing a number of 
spices, oils of spices, nitrate of potash, 
&e., on the free list. It is said 
that he will introduce within a few days a bill 
still further enlarging the free list and includ- 
ing the McKinley bill. Some prominent mem- 
bers of the House expect that the Commission 
bill will be passed, and think that that bill, 
with this new bill for the enlargement of the 
free list, and the bill now in preparation fora 
moderate reduction of internal taxes, will 
afford all the relief that can be expected at 
this session.

RAILROADS IN INDIAN TERRITORY. 


BILLS NOW BEFORE CONGRESS FOR EXTEND- 
ING THE RAILWAY SYSTEM IN THE 
SOUTH-WEST. 

Wasnineton, March 27.—There is one 
railway—the Missouri, Kansas and Texas—in 
the Indian Territory, and the other which was 
provided for by treaty—the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific or St, Louis and San Francisco—has not 
been built through to the westward trom Vini- 
ta. It is expected that Congress will ratify 
the grant recently made by the Choctaw Coun- 
cil to the Southern branch of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Road, which will 
extend across the Territory from Fort 
Smith, Arkansas, southward to Paris, Tex- 


as. Efforts will be made to_ establish 
other railwaysin the Territory. A bill has re- 
cently been introduced in Congress to incorpo- 
rate the Cherokee Central Railroad and Tele- 
Graph Company, the incorporators being W. 

. Wilsbire, of Arkansas; Richard C. Win- 
tersmith, of Kentucky ; J. G. Batsford, 8, B. 
Buckner, F. M. Chrisman, C. H. Odell, J. M. 
Steele, J. M. Pettigrew, W. H. Cravens, O. P. 
Brewer, William Jackson, H, G. Woods, J. M. 
Bryan, Connell Rogers, A. G. McKen- 
see, Johnson Thompson, James Thomp- 
son, and . M..« McSpadden. It is 
proposed to build this road from Fort Smith, 
Arkansas, on the border of the Territory, up 
the Arkansas River to Fort Gibson, in the 
country of the Cherokee Nation, and almost 
directiy northward up the Verdigris River, 
parallel to the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Road to Coffeeville on the southern bound- 
ary of Kansas, where it will meet the line 
which extends southward from Lawrence, 
It is also proposed to build a brancl 
line from Fort Gibson, on the junction with 
the Missouri, Kansas and Texas Road, in a 
north-westerly direction along the Arkansas 
River to Arkansas City, on the Kansas bor- 
der, where it will meet another Kansas line, 
Provision is also made for another branch ex- 
tending from Fort Gibson eastward to Tahle- 
quab and thence in a north-easterly direction 
along the Illinois River into Ark#nsas, The 
capital stock is fixed at $10,000,000, and the 
bill grants a nght of way 200 feet wide to be 
paid for at the rate of $250 per acre. The 
construction of the roads must be begun with- 
in one year after the right of way has been 
ratitied by the several Indian nations, and the 
roads must be completed within five years 
thereafter. The establishment of these pro- 
posed roads woald pretty,effectually open the 
north-east part of the Territory, so far as rail- 
roads can do it. Those who desire that the 
Territory shall be opened to settlement and 
the Indians gradually crowded out rely in a 
great extent upon new railways as agents for 
the accomplishment of the work. 


NOTES FROM WASHINGTON, 
WASHINGTON, March 27, 1882, 

Under the call of States to-day in the 
House 169 bills and resolutions were intre- 
duced, 

The national bank notes received for redemp- 
tion to-day amounted to $237,000, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $615,209 87, and from Customs $839,347 21. 

Petitions were presented in both branches of 
Congress to-day in favor of the Lowell bank- 
ruptcy bill, The principal ones were from 
leading bankers and business men of New-York 
City. 

The Senate passed, some time ago, a bill 
forbidding the sale of lottery tickets in this 
district. The House Committee has reported 
asimilar bill. The Louisiana Company now 
announces that the New-York office has been 
removed to Chicago, 


The sub-committee of the House Committee 
on Elections, to whom was referred the case of 
Mackey, Republican, against Dibble. Demo- 
crat, from the Second District of South Caro- 
lina, agreed this morning to make a report to 
the full committee in favor of seating Mr, 
Mackey. 


At the meeting of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs this morning the certificate of 
Mr. Shipberd’s physician was presented, to 
the effect that Mr. Shipberd is confined to his 
bed from a severe attack of neuralgia and ery- 
sipelas in his face, and will be unable to appear 
before the committee for several days. 


Mr. Haskell introduced a bill in the House 
to authorize the Department of Justice to audit 
and allow for the services of the experts sum- 
moned by the Government in the Guiteau trial, 
provided they shall not bo paid in excess of 
$25 per day, and provided that any allowance 
heretofore made shall be deducted from this 
amount, 

The Speaker laid before the House to-day a 
communication from the Secre ary of the In- 
terior in response to a resolution calling for 
an estimate of the amount required to pay the 
— of the survivors of the Mexican and 

ndian wars prior to 1846. It is estimated that 

$65,380,480 will be required to pay the Mexi- 
can war pensions and $28,201,632 to pay the 
pensions of the Indian wars, or an aggregate 
of $93,582, 112. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has received 
information that the investigation into the 
opium smuggling operations recently detected 
in San Francisco develops a scandalous con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government on the 
part of certain city and Federal officers, The 
conspiravy was revealed through a correspond- 
ence conducted in the Chinese language, which 
has just been introduced as evidence. Secre- 


a Folger declines to give any names or de- 
tails, 

Upon the conclusion of trials in the Crim- 
inal Court this afternoon, the reading of in- 
dictments in the straw bond cases was taken 
up. As Mr. A. E. Boone was anxious to leave 
the city, those in which he is a party were 
read, The defendant was present with his 
counsel, Mr. Charles Pelham. There were 
three indictments—one for subornation of 

erjury and two for conspiracy; but in the 
atter Mr. Boone was the only person ar- 
raigned, and he pleaded not guilty in each in- 
stance, 

The Commissioner of the General Land Of- 
fico has prepared a statement of the condition 
of the land grant railroads, which will proba- 
bly be transmitted to the House Judiciary 
Committee by Secretary Kirkwood to-mor- 
row. ‘the report comprises all the informa- 
tion concerniog land grant railroads in the 
possession of the department. It is very vol- 
uminous and great care has been taken to 
give facts with the greatest exactness. Its 
preparation has given employment to fully 
one-haif of the employes in the Railroad Di- 
vision for about five weeks. 


Mr. Hardenbergh introduced a bill in the 
House to-day to change the ad valorem tax of 


80 per cent. on imports of burlap and articles 
manufactured of flax, jute, or hemp, or manu- 
factures of which these constitute the chief 
component part, (except such as are suitable 
for bagging for cotton,) to 33¢ cents per 
running yard not exceeding [10 ounces 
in weight, with 3 mills per ounce ad- 
ditional weight; also, in addition te the 
ad valorem duty of 40 per cent. on all bags, 
cotton bags and bagging, except begs for cot- 
ton, aduty of 2 cents per bag, and on all col- 
ored or partly colored manufactures of jute, 
hemp, or flax 8 cents per square yard; also, 
to change the 25 per cent. ad valorem duty 
on jute yarns to 3 cents per pound. 


The Senate Committee on Appropriations 
to-day reported back the Agricultural Appro- 


riation bill, with amendments, as follows: 
he appropriations of $25,000 for the experi- 
mental manufacture of sorghum sugar and 
$10,000 ‘for the continuation of experiments 
in connection with the manufacture of sugar 
from beets and for the cultivation of beets” 
are reduced to one item of $10,000 for all such 
purposes. The House oy its ae of $20,000 
for investigating the habits of insects inju- 
rious to agriculture and $5,000 for con- 
tinuing the exploration of the breeding- 
places of the Rocky Mountain locust are con- 
solidated and the aggregate reduced &5,000. 
The committee strike out the item of $5,000 for 
procuring and publishing data respecting the 


agricultural needs of the country west of the 
Rocky Mountains. Amendments are reported 
which provide for increasing the general - 
propriation for collecting agricultural stat 
tics from $75,000 to $80, and the item for 
investizating the subject of forestry from 
$7,000 to $10,000. The committee insert a new 
appropriation of $5.000 for resurfacing the 
roads and walks of the Agricultural Depart 
ment grounds,

QUIET CHICAGO MARKETS.

PRICES GENERALLY STRONGER, WITH ONLY 
A FAIR VOLUME OF BUSINESS, 

CuaicaGo, March 2?.—The leading produce 
markets were generally stronger to-day, with only 
a fair volume of business, Corn and oats seemed 
to be advanced chiefly by the weather—bad in the 
North-west—and wheat advanced in sympathy, re- 
versing the usual order of things. The reportofa 
better export demand the latter part of last week 
in the Winter wheat markets may have helped 
some, but as our market is confessedly far above 
an export basis this did not constitute a real reason 
fora further advance. Our No. 2Spring is probably 
worth about $1 85 in New-York, which is precisely 
the price at which car lots were sold Lere to-day. 
Provisions were stronger, under a good demand for 
lard and the belief that there isa deal in the article, 
one firm being reported to have bought about 60,- 


000 pounds within the last fortnight. The receipts 
of grain at this point were again small, and the out- 
look was not good for speeay resumption of farm 
work. The later feeling was quite tame on pro- 
visions and steady on breadstuffs. There was 
no change in the attitude of the April wheat 
deal; it was at gh nominal at $1 3534 and $1 36, 
and some people thought about three-quarters of 
it was settled up, the other quarter holding off in 
hopes that the longs will not deem it worth while 
to sustain the market for another five weeks.

AGRARIAN OUTRAGES AND DE-

Lonpon, March 27.—An explosive shell 
was thrown into a house near Letterkenny, 
County Donegal, to-day. Two rooms were 
completely destroyed. 

An attempt was made yesterday to blow up 
a house belonging to Mr. Mahon, the agent of 
Lord Clonbrock’s estate, A quantity of dyna- 
mite was placedin a window and exploded. 
The inmates, five in number, were uninjured, 
but the house was partly demolished. No

If the latter came to power 
they would introduce doubly severe measures 
of coercion, and the Home Rulers would be 
unable to charge them with breach of faith. 
Mr. Gladsone said he believed it was the gen- 
eral feeling of the House that a division should 
be taken on Thursday next, Mr, John Bright 
moved an adjournment of the debate, 
Mr. Thomas Sexton thereupon announced 
that he had received a telegram from Messrs, 
Parnell, Dillen, and O’Kelly stating that they 
bad asked Mr. Forster for permission to be 
present at the division, and had undertaken to 
refrain from any other political action during 
their abseace from prison, and to surrender 
after the division.

THE THOMAS CORNELL WRECKED. 


RUN ASHORE AND GOING TO PIECES—PASSEN- 
GERS AND CREW SAVED. 


PovucuxKerpsizr, N. Y., March 27.—It is 
reported to-night, by telephone from New- 
burg, that the steamer Thomas Cornell, 
bound south from Rondout, for New-York, 
sank half a mile south of Hampton 


Point, 10 miles from here, The Jobn 
L. Hasbrouck, bound south from Pough- 
keepsie, went to her rescue and her pas- 
sengers and crew were saved. Another dis- 
patch from Newburg says that the steamer 
went ashore on the rocks at Dazmskammer 
Point, 10 miles south of here, at 9:15 P. M, 
and that she is all broken to pieces. . 

The Thomas Cornell was an old boat, but 
had undergene a thorough overhauling and re- 
paling about three yearsago. A peculiarity of 

er was that she sat very iow in the water. 

She and the Thomas L. Baldwin formed what 
is known as the Cornell Line, running from 
the foot of Leonard-street, New-York, to 
Rondout. 

When the Thomas Cornell left here at 7:40 
P. M. there was a fog on the river reach- 
ing almost as high as the mountain tops. 
Her agent here says he thinks she 
did not have a very heavy freight 
and had few passengers. She had just 


been repaired and renovated for the 


season, and the loss on the boat will be 
more than $200,000. The insurance is not 


knewn. About all the other night steamers 
passed here on time. 


A reporter of Taz Times, at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning, woke up George W. Bryan, the night 


watchman at the Cornell's pler, No. 34 North 


River, and gave him the first intelligence of the 
sinking of the boat. The Cornell, Mr. Bryan said, 
left Rondout at 7 o’clock last night and was due in 
New-York at 1 o0’clock this morning. She began her 
trips a week ago yesterday, starting out 
from Rondout, and ran on alternate trips with her 
sister boat, the James W. Baldwin. She 
has been doing a good business, and the 
season promised well for the line. The Cor- 
nell had two main decks and a_ hurricane 
deck. The upper deck was fitted up with state- 
rooms, She was about 200 feet over all and 40 feet 
beam. The master was Capt. William Cornell and 
the crew consisted of about 20 persons. She had 
been running a number of years and had been re- 
garded asastanch, safe boat. She was to haye 
left here for Rondout on her regular trip at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. The office of the company 


was closed and no one connected with the line 
knew of the accident. .

A DISASTROUS FIRE IN ANSONIA, 
CONN. 

THREE HOUSES DESTROYED AND TWO LIVES 
LOST—NARROW ESCAPE OF SOME OF THE 
OTHER INMATES, 

NeEw-HaveEn, March 27.—Fire broke out at 
8:45 o’clock this morning in George Hall’s meat 
market, at Maple and High streets, West Ansonia. 
It was fully half an hour later before the firemen 
arrived-and got to work. The three frame build- 
ings just west of the Ansonia upper bridge 
were then in flames. The ground floor 
of the first building was occupied by 
Ying Lee, a Chinese laundryman; that of the sec 
ond by Hall, the butcher, and Walter W. Betts, a 
barness-dealer, and that of the third by Daniel 
McCarthy, a saloon-keeper, The buildings burned 
like so many tinder-boxes. No wind was blowing, 
but the fire spread rapidly, and an hour after the 
alarm the three buildings were level with tho 
street. Over the laundry lived Mr. Betts and 
his family. They saved none of their household 
effects. Mr. Hall and his family lived over the har 
ness shop and market, They escaped in their 
night clothes. The third building was the highest 
of the three. Inthe second story lived Mr. and 
Mrs. F. L. Nichols, an adopted child, and several 
boarders, James and Elliott Bassett, brothers, re- 
spectively 21 and 19 yearsold, slept in the attic 
chamber above. 

Aaron Fox, one of the boarders, was the first one 
in this building to hear the cry of fire. Mr. Fox 
said to-day: ‘I supposed I shonid have plenty of 
time to get out of the house and save my things. I 
awoke my son and dressed, and then began col- 
tecting my effects. This took me two minutes or 
more. Then I looked ont of the window and saw 
a sight that frightened me. The flames were pour- 
ing in volumes from the market against the side 
and lapping around the front of the boarding- 
house. I went tothe head of the stairs, but the 
smoke drove me back: I knew then that the 
only way of escape was by the piazza roof. 
My son Oscar and I stepped out of the roof ana 
found Mr. and Mrs. Nichols and their adopted 
daughtea there, all in their night clothes. The little 
girl sat on the edge of the roof, and twoor three men 
in the yard below were urging hertojump. She 
finally did so, and was caught by some one below. 
Then the rest of us jumped. While we were stand- 
ing on the piazza the face of one of the Bassett 
boys—Elliott, I think it was—appeared at the 
attic window overhead. He was deathly pale 
and kept groaning. Wecalled tohimto jump. | 
supposed he was going to, and braced myself by 
grasping the window casing so as to keep him from 
rolling oft the sloping piazza roof when he fell, 
But after staying at the window a few seconds he 
disappeared inside. When I got down on the 
ground I ran across the street to get help and 
could hear him groaning and calling for help at 
the back window. which was hid in smoke. 
We suppose he left the window to try and arousé 
his brother, being unwilling to jump and leavé 
him there to perish. Soon after—all this happened 
in less than five minutes—Elliott appeared at the 
front window again. A ladder had been brought 
from a building that is being erected close by, and 
it was putup against the burning house so that 
the boys could get out. It was too short, 
and did not quite reach the attic window. 
Mr. Nichols ascended it, and, standing on the top 
round, could just touch the sill with his hards. He 
called repeatedly to tht boys, and had they comé 
to the window they «ould have escaped by the 
ladder. Elliott stood there an instant. groaned ig 
a despairing sort of a way, and then disappeared. 
This was the last we saw of him. Mr. Nichols 
waited until the fire and smoke made it impossibie 
forhim to stay any longer. Weal! felt then that 
the boys were lost. I think James was asleep ail 
the time, and that his brother, being unable td 
arouse him, was unwilling to leave him, and so lost 
his own life.”’ 

Weston Hurd, a fireman, reached the scene soon 


after Mr. Nickols’s attempt to save the boys, H 
climbed to the other window and shouted, but go 
no response, A bottle was standing on the sill ans 
this he threw down inside. There was nosound 0 
its striking the floor, and he, therefore, con 
cluded the floor had been burned througili 
and gaye up the attempt. The _ bodied 
of the Bassett boys were found in the ruins, close 
together, ataspot directly below where the be: 
had stood. Itis inferred that Elliott was at hid 
brother’s side endeavoring to rouse him when he, 
too, was overcome by the smoke. Both bodies 
were burned to a crisp; thehead and limbs of 
dames’s body were entirely consumed. James Bas 
sett had been employed in Jackson & Smith’s gro 
cery store, across the street from the burned build- 
ings. Elliott was employed in E. M. Palmer’s mar- 
Ket. Both were steady, exemplary young men, and 
bore a high reputationin Ansonia. They were song 
of the late Elliott R. Bassett, of Great Hili, Sey: 
mour. A sister teaches schoolin onetof the Anso 
nia districts, : 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Whitman, boarders with 
Mr. Nichols, escaped by jumping. Mr. Whitman 
wwttempted to improvise a rope for his wife -by 
n\eans Of bDiankets, but she lost her hold and struck 
on the railing of a stairway; no bones were broken, 
but she received internal injuries, and appears ta 
be partially paralyzed. Two of the burned build: 
ings belonged to Charles H. Stillson. Hid 
loss is $6,000, and he has an_ insurance 
of $3.000, Timothy McCarthy owned the othet 
buildix\g, and loses $3,500; his insurance is $2,500, 
in La Sonfiancs and Hamburg-Magcdebure.

THREE TONS OF POWDER EXPLODE, 


ELEVEN MEN KILLED AND FOUR 
NEAR SAN FRANCISCO, 


San Francisco, March 27.—An explosion 
by which 11 men were killed and four others seri- 
ously injured, occurred this morning in the Vulcan 
Powder Company’s works, across the bay, where 
the manufacture of block blasting powder wag 


in progress. Fire broke out in a room in the gran- 
ulating house and communicated almost instantly 
to the powder, only a smail quantity of which was 
in the building. A blast of fame, however, rushed 
across a passage separating the granulating from 
the drying house. In the latter was stored about 
three tons of powder, which at once ex- 
Ploded. The concussion was not very great, 
windows of buildinxs 200 yards distant 
not being broken. The dry-house was blown to 
pieces, killing or wounding’ all the men at work 
there.

CHANGES IN THE CHARACTER OF EASTER RE- 
MEMBRANCERS--THE CHICKEN 8sUPER- 
SEDING THE SUNFLOWER AND LILY FOR 
DECORATIVE PURPOSES — DESIGNS TO 
SUIT ALL TASTES AND PURSES. 

It is within a period of two years that the 
onstom of making presents on Easter has come to 
be a well-observed fashion. Before that time such 
remembrances of friendship as were exchanged con- 
sisted of eggs, hard boilea and with shells resplen- 
dent in gay colors. Occasionally the shell would 
bear some trifling design, or the words ‘‘ Easter’ or 
“The Lord is Risen” picked out in white on the 
colored shell or in colors on the white shell, 
Within the two years passed all this has changed, 
and Easter has come to be a day on which the 
exchanging of presents has become as common 
and fashionable as on Christmas. The egg 
has given way to the chicken, and the 
exchange of Easter greetings is now made 
by means of elaborately painted and illuminated 
ecards. Possibly the change from the egg to the 
chicken is an evidence of the progression, which 
characterizes American people. hether this be 
s0 or not, the chicken bas now, to a considerabie 
extent, usurped the place that the egg once occu- 
og 4s an Easter offering. At almost every store 
n the City where a specialty is now being made of 
Easter novelties, or where this class of goods is 
dealt in at all, were bits of chickens no larger than 
an ordinary egg-shell, and whose coats have not 
fully developed from a mass of downy fuzz into 
well-defined feathers, play an important part. Ever 
since the first of the year the incubators, or artificial 
mothers of thousands of young chickens, have 
been at work hatching out their broods for the use 
ofthe caterers to the demands of this very recent 
and singular taste. The chickens have a very brief 
existence after they leave the shell, rarely exceed- 
ing a week, being turned over at the end of 
that time to the hands of the taxidermists. 
By them they are butchered, the delicate skins 
carefully prepared, stuffed, and then turned over 
to the hands of the manufacturers of Easter novel- 
ties. There are several houses in the City now en- 
* gaged in preparing these birds for the market, and 
for months past they have been pressed to their 
utmost capacity with orders. m leaving the 
hands of the taxidermists, these little chickens are 
mounted in ail sorts of fantastic and grotescue 
Shapes. A favorite method is to mount the chick 
so that it shall, with head askance, seem to be - 
ing wonderingly at a broken egg-shell from which 
it has seemingly just emerged. A pretty effect is 
prossven by mounting a coupleof the little fellows 

eside two broken shells, and as they are repre- 
Bented as gazing 


wonderingly at one an- 
other the result 


is quite comical. Frequently 
the yellow down-covered chicks are rep- 
resented as sitting on a _ nest. lying 
ina mass of dried grasses and flowers. From un- 
flerneath its smooth little body and wings vainly 
stretched in an attempt to hide them from view 
peep forth from two to four egg-shaped pellets, 
Dsually bits of wood or clay carefully covered with 
Bilk of red, white, blue, pale green, or mottled 
tints. In other cases the chick is carefully mount- 
ed against a plaque, represented sometimes as 
feeding, again as nestling in a bed of weeds and 
grasses, and frequently as kicking from the* nest 
the egg-shell in which it had passed its days of in- 
cubation. In this way and in many others duck- 
lings of not over a week old, and humming-birds, 
finches, thrushes, and other small birds are sacri- 
ficed to furnish material for the construction of 
these pieces, which are just now the particularly 

roper things for use as presents for the Easter 
Beason. 

That the egg has not become obsolete is assured 
by the many forms intwhich it appears among the 
mass ef designs for Easter gifts. In a Broadway 
Btore the humorous side of the prevailing furor is 
very cleverly shown, and funny caricatures of well- 
known faces are the result. One of these eggs is 
Ee upright with the more pointed endin air. The 
arge end ia encircled with a Byronic collar 
ot white paper, a bit of biue silk serving as a neck- 
tie. From the pointed end amass of black worsted 
fails over the back and side of the shell, the mass 
being carefully parted in the middle. The portion 
of the shell left exposed is painted to represent a 
face, and the result is one that needs no label to 
inform the observer who the caricature repre- 
pents. Oscar Wilde is as clearly to be seen in 
this clever bit of work as in one of 
Sarony’s portraits. The broad side of an 
egg more neariy round in shape serves 
for the reproduction of Dick Deadeye, the popu- 
lar character in **Pinafore.”’ In this case cotton 
batting serves as gray hair and whiskers for the 
treacherous old salt. A sailor’s tarpaulin, with 
“HH. M. S. Pinafore’ on the silken band, and a col- 
lar of blue paper, with a necktie of black silk, 
serve to make the caricature complete. ‘The large 
end of an ege properiy painted, a mass of golden- 
red worsted for hair, a jaunty straw hat, with 
fiowing ribbons, and a bit of miusiin to rep- 
resent the neck of a:dress serve to re- 

roduce General Stanley’s favorite daughter 
Mabel, the heroine of the ‘Pirates of Penzance,”’ 
The possibilities in this line of really clever work 
are innumerable, for, with the proper shaped egg 
pnd a littie facility in sketching and taste in dress- 
Ing, almost any face can be reproduced in carica- 
ture Possibly the ease with which the caricatures 
may be produced‘has led to the conceit. a novelty 
of this season. of a donor’s placing, as though 
It were a bit of decalcomanie work, his 
pr her picture on the shell designed 
as an Easter offering to friends. The 
miniature cartes de visite, such as were in vogue two 
or three years ago, are used in these cases, and the 
portrait when stuck on the shell is surrounded by 
B frame-like collection of hand-painted flowers or 
pome fantastic designs. These serve to make a 
very pretty gift. The real chicken’s egg is hardly 
used in the novelties offered for this season, 
pubstitutes of wood, china, clay. and 
pDther materials being used. Where the size of 
the egg or an approximate thereto is retained, 
and decoration is indulged in, these substitutes 
Rre usually neatly covered with silks in shades of 
redand bine. Often these silk covers are hand- 
some!y painted by hand with reproductions of the 
passion flower or other flowers, or bear mottoes 
appropriate to the day or season. The proper 
thing fer a young gentieman to present to a young 
lady friend is now presctibed by fashion to be a 
jewel or bon-bon box made in the shape of an egg, 
and varying in size from the egg of aturkey to 
that of anostrich. These are always covered with 
silk, frequently Gecorated with elaborate band- 

ainted designs, and, in the case of the jewel boxes, 
ined with silk or satin of some bmilliant color. 
When china is the material used in the con- 
struction of the Easter gifts the conceits 
pf manufacturers take a wider range 
than inthe finer grades of goods. Eggs are thus 
made to bring inte being very singuiar products. 
A broken shell will reveal children, bunches of 
Bowers, bouquets, and other impossible ontcom- 
Ings of the natural egg, as well as impossible 
phickens and birds of impossible plumage and dec- 
prated with garlands of impossible flowers. Those 
who can afford to purchase,, fined handsome pres- 
ents for fayored friendsin the huge ostrich eggs, 
elaborately deeorated by hand, and there is this 
geason quite a demand for theso at the leading 
eweiry stores and the houses of dealers in bric-a- 

ac and art novelties. 

Plagues are in great demand this season, and 
though the market is largely supplied, the suppl 
by no means exeeeds the demand. The painte 
plaque seems to have given way to the plaque 
pf wood covered with silk or satin, and the dec- 
prations are generally [fioral. A lilyin fall bloom, 
p water-lily and bud, with several leaves, all 
bound together by a band of ribbon; a banquet of 
passion flowers. bunches of daisies, and occasion- 
ally a sunflower, are the favorite artificial lowers 
which bloom upor the plaquesor panels. Stand- 
ing well out from a dark background, as they do, 
the effect is very pretty. A single peacock 
feather often forms the decoration instead 
of flowers, and a miniature palette mount- 
ed on a miniature easel takes tke place 
of the plaque or panel. Baskets of wild grasses, 
with Canadian snow-birds on their nests, are 
novelties brought out this season, and they make a 
yery pretty ornament. Cornucopias of fantastic 
shapes, made of delicately woven wicker-work, 
filled with grasses or neatly made artifieial flowers, 
are also among the novelties. Neat gifts, that have 
a lasting value, are tambourines with heads of silk, 
on which some tasteful design is painted. Fora 
gift to ladies, a pretty conceit is a sachet bag, 

the front of which bears a eross of white 
“ Bowers or a bunch of some delicately colored flow- 
ers. This front, whieh covers the sachet bag, can 
be opened, and reveals an appropriate Easter 
greeting. One of the most novel of the distinc- 
tively new gifts isa representation of astork, which 
stands beside its roughly constructed nest of twigs 
pod Jeaves, and has in its beak a naked china doll. 
This is an imported novelty, the work of the 
Dutch artisan, and represents the legend cur- 
rent in Holland, where the children are taught 
that it is the sterk that brings the babies 
as their contributions to Holland’s population. 
Other special features shown in the stores are 
crosses made of flowers, grasses, &c., from the Holy 
Land, and these find a ready sale at the prices 
charged, from $25 upward. Stationery with spe- 
pial designs for Holy Week and Easter Day finds 
some buyers, and during that period many letters 
grill be written by fair hands, principally to inform 
their friends that the fair writers can afford to in- 
fulge in special Easter-time stationery. Doves 
mounted as if just about to take fight. or arranged 
with outspread wings, the latter designed for sus- 

nsion from a convenient chandelier or in an 
rehed doorway between conneeting roems, find 
uch favor as especial decerations for houses‘dur- 

g Holy Week. 

Easter cards, with special designs, in which 
crosses, passion flowers, doves, &c., play an impor- 
tant part, are standard goods in the markets, and 
this year large numbers are imported from Eng- 
Jand and Germany to compete with the designs 
of American artists. Texte of Seripture, Easter 
greetings, or selections in English or Latin from 
the Episcopal or Catholic Easter services, gen- 
erally adorn these cards, some of which are hand- 
some and command large prices. Cards with de- 
signs of various kinds inset, or * cards’ of satin, 
embroidered or hand-painted, ;are the novelties in 
this line for the coming HKaster holidays, whieh be- 
gin with Raster, April 9.

RAILROAD WORK AND PLANS.

CHANGES OF MANAGEMENT—JAY GOULD’S 
P STERL RAILS, 

The Port Austin extension of the Port Huron 
and North-western Railroad is to be completed by 
July 1, unless some unforseen difficulty arises. 

General Manager Odell and Chief Engineer Gra- 
bam, of the Chicago, Texas and Mexican Central 


Railroad have tendered their resignations, for rea- 
sons net made public. Rumor has it, however, 
that legal proceedings are to be begun against the 
company in the interest of creditors who desire the 
appointment of a Receiver. 

Edwin Walker, attorney for the old stockholders 
of the Chicago, Danville and Vincennes Railroad, 
is coming to New-York from Chicago this week to 

eek an ocpearment, of the difficulties existing be- 
ween his clients and the stockholders of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois Railroad. 

C. P. Huntington, as President of the Sonthern 
Pacific Railroad, had a formal interview with Col. 
T. W. Pleroe, President of the Galveston, Harris- 
burg and San Antonio Railroad, a few days ago in 
St. Louis, It is understood that negotiations 
were begun by which Mr. Huntington is to secure 
control of Col. Pierce’s road. The Galveston, Har- 
risburg and San Antonio is now built out to the 
Rio Grande, at the mouth of Devil’s River, with a 
branch to Eagle Pass, on the Rio Grande. The 
Southern Pacific, coming east, is within 200 miles 
of Devil's River. Completed to that point, it will 
by junction give direct rail eommunication be- 
tween New-Orleans and San Francisco, over 2,000 
miles. The purchase of Pierce’s line would give 
Huntington a direct route to ¥ew-Orleans inde- 
pendent of Jay Gould’s Texas Pacific. 

A heavy decline has recentiy taken place in steel 
rails, prices havi fallen $10 since Jan. 1. This 
gives opportunity for a saving of several hundred 
dollars per mile in railroad construction. A good 
story is told of Jay Gould in this connection. Last 
October he calculated that he should need abeut 
70,000 tons of iron and steel rails during the ensuing 
12 months. He accordingly purchased that quan- 
tity. A month or so ago, prices having begun to go 
down, Mr. Gould suddenly threw 40,000 tons of his 
recent purchases on the market, losing an average 
of $1 50 on each ton sold. Immediately there was 
the biggest sort of a tumble in prices, and Mr. 
Gould was able to buy back his 40,000 tons at from 
$4 to $5 less per ton than he had paid last Fall, a 
net profit of about $8 per ton through his late sales. 

The Controllers of the Wisconsin Central Rail- 
way have filed articles of incorporation for their 
new line, the Milwankee and Lake Winnebago 
Railroad. The line is simply a continuation of the 
Wisconsin Central and will extend from Neenah, 
or some adjacent point in Waupaca or Outagamie 
Counties. on the Central Road, along the west shore 
of Lake Winnebago, probabiy running nearly par- 
allel with the Green Bay and Lake Superior Line 
to Oshkosh, Fond du Lac, and thence southward 
to Schleisingerville, in Washington County, on the 
Northern Division of the Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
St. Paul Company's Road, using the last named 
line the remainder of the way into Milwaukee; or 
avoiding the metropolis altogether, and striking 
some convenient point in one of the counties of 
Rock, Walworth, or Kenosba, en route to Chicago. 

Railroad Commissioner Baker, of Minnesota. has 
decided that the Minneapolis and St. Louis Rail- 
road Compapy must pay the regular 3 per cent. 
tax from Noy. 1, 1881, having no claim to favor un- 
der the special laws upon which reliance was 
placed. 

Among tke newly elected Directors of the To- 
ledo, Cincinnat! and St. Louis Narrow Gauge Rail- 
road are J. M. Corse, John McNab, and George 
William Ballou, of this Gtr. 

Minneapolis, Minn., is pleased Over various ru- 
mors by which better railroad facilities are to be 
provided there, Among these rumors is one to the 
effect that the Northern Pacific is to establish di- 
reet connectien with Minneapolis by the purchase 
of the Osseo Branch of the Manitoba Road. Fol- 
lowing this a “general transfer’ system is to be 
created through a combination of interests by the 
Northern Pacific, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and the 
Minneapolis and St. Louis Roads. 

The Indjana, Bloomington and Western Railroad, 
pursuant to its recent agreement with the Indian- 
apolis, Decatur and Springfield, has ordered the 
Blue and the Commercial Freight Lines off its road. 

The Southern railroads are purchasing palace 
cars in unusual quantities. 

The merchants of Atehison, Kan., have been up 
in arma against the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Ralilread, and a bitter fight bas been in progress, 
the local newspapers publishing bitter attacks on 
on the railway management. Thetrouble grew out 
of an order issued by the railroad company that 
local rates should be advanced. The company 
finally bas concluded it wise to rescind the order. 

Reports from Miles, Mich., state that the work 
of grading on the Cincinnati, Wabash and Michigan 
Railway is progressing rapidly, and the road at that 
point, from Goshen, Ind,, via Elkhart, is expected 
to be in running order within the next three 
months. 

Mr. J. R. Maxweil, Vice-President of the Long 
Island Railroad, said yesterday that his compa- 
ny had ordered 20 new cars and 6 engines, be- 
sides laying 120 miles of steel rails. A larger num- 
ber and faster trains, he added, would be run this 
year than last. 

In the Register’s Office, yesterday, there was 
recorded a second mortgage by the New-York City 
and Northern Railroad Comnany on their property, 
&c., to George J. Forrest and Lewis May, as Trus- 
tees, which is given for the purpose of securing 6 
per cent. bonds of the denomination of $1,000 each 
and not to exceed $2,000,000 inall.

PHILADELPHIA, March 27,—A session of the 
United States Circuit Court was held by Judges 
McKennan and Butler tais afternoon, for the pur- 
pose of taking action im the matter of the issue of 
deferred income bonds by the Philadeiphia and 
Reading Railroad Cempany.

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SERGT. MASON’S SENTENCE DE- 
OLARED INVALID. 
JUDGE-ADVOCATE-GENERAL 8WAIM REPORTS 

TO THAT EFFECT—-MR. BIGELOW FILES 
A PROTEST IN THE SUPREME COURT 
AGAINST MR. LYDDY’S INTERFERENCE. 
WasHINGToN, March 27.—Judge-Advocate- 
General Swaim made his report on the case of 
Sergt. Mason to the Secretary of War this after- 
noon. He ‘holds that the sentence of the court-mar- 
tial is Invalid by reason of certain irregularities 
and informalities in the proceedings of the court. 
There is trouble between the two lawyers who 
desire to represent Sergt. Mason in the proceedings 
to be taken for his release. His counsel before the 
court-martial was J. E. Bigelow, of this city, who 
has been Mason’s recognized attorney from the 
outset. A few days ago James M. Lyddy, of New- 
York City, appeared here as counsel, and on 
Friday last he began proceedings before the 
United States Supreme Court in behalf of 
Mason, applying for writs of habeas corpus 
and certiorari to secure his release. In the Su- 
preme Court to-day Mr. Bizelow filed a long pro- 


test against the right of Lyddy to appear in the 


case, asserting that he was the only daly author- 
ized attorney and counsel for Mason. He had 
prepared a petition for a writ, he said, on March 
15, but was prevented from filing it by Mason's 
removal to Albany. Afterward, the Lyddy broth- 
ers got ahead of him and filed a petition. Lyddy 
says that on March 21 he visited Mason in Albany 
and secured his signature to the petition and also 
written authority to act as his counsel. A tele- 
gram from the Warden of the penitentiary to-day 
confirms Lyddy’s statement, Lyddy also says that 
he has asked the Hon. N. C. Moak, of Albany, to 
act as counsel with him when the case comes up 
for final argument, and adds that he has taken up 
the case from philanthropic motives. The two 
lawyers oppose each other with considerable bit- 
terness. 

Mr. Bigelow's protest sets forth: First, that the 
protestant, Mr. Bigelow, has been since Sept. 
12, 1881, rightfully and properly the sole coun- 
sel for Sergt. - Mason, and has been duly 
recognized as such by the court-martial and 
by the Judge-Advocate-General. Second, that 
the Lyddy Brothers forced themselves into the 
case uninvited and unsolicited and against 
the wishes of the prisoner's duly appointed coun- 
sel. Third, that the relation of attorneys which 
they claim to sustain to the case was pro- 
cured by their own improper conduct, which was 
so grossly unprofessional in its character as not to 
entitle them to recognition ina court of justice. 
Fourth, that sound judgment dictates that such 
proceedings as these should be instituted in the 
first instaree in the inferior courts and not in the 
Supreme Court. Fifth, that the alleged petition of 
Sergt. Mason presented by the Lyddy Brothers is 
wholly inadequate to meet the real case. The real 
— of Jaw are: First, whether, ander the 
fth amendment to the Constitution and the fifty- 
eighth article of war, a soldier is liable in time of 
peace to be tried by court-martial for the crime of 
assault with the intent to commit murder; sec- 
ond, whether under the circumstances of 
Mason’s case, which are that Major Graves, 
Capt. MeGilvray, and Lieut. Richmond, of the 
Second Artillery, were the only eye-witresses of 
the commission of the alleged offense, these mill- 
tary officers were not in duty bound, under the 
ae ear of the sixty-ninth article of war, to

In view of these 
facts, Mr. Bigelow submits ‘that the motion of 
the Lyddy Brothers for leave to file said petition 
ought to be summarily dismissed and their right 
to appear as Mason’s attorneys denied.’ Mr. 
Lyddy rose to reply to Mr. Bigelow’s remarks, but 
was stopped by the Chief-Justice, who said that it 
was not necessary for him to make any statement. 
No decision was rendered. 
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AGAINST THE REAGAN BILL. 

THE HEARING OF THE RAILROAD ATTORNEYS 
CLOSED BY THE COMMERCE COMMITTEE. 
WASHINGTON, Mareb 27.~Ex-Gov. Brown, 

of Tennessee, representing the Gould railway sys- 

tem of the South-west, concluded an argument be- 
fore the Committee on Commerce to-day in oppo- 
sition to the Inter-State Commerce bill. He based 
his remarks principally upon the Reagan bill, and 
said that, although a certain class of shippers 
might be benefited by the measure, the common 
carriers and producers would be greatly injured 
by its adoption. He denied the constitutionality 
of the bill, and in showing how oppressively it 
would operate on the railroads, sald they would be 
bound hand and foot, while carriage over competing 


waterways would be left absolutely free. Such dis- 
crimination by legislation in favorof God's highways 
—the water courses—ahd against man’s railways 
would be most unfair, unjust, and so disastrous to 
the latter and the vast interests depending thereon 
that he would be an exceedingly wise man indeed 
who could measure its extent. If such reatrictions 
are to be piaced on railways, he argued that like 
restrictions should be placed upon water lines. He 
held that the wonderful progress of this Nation 
was dne mainly to the magnificent railway system. 
“Change all this,” he said, ‘‘and you check prog- 
ress and prosperity.” Heasked why it was that this 
particular form of investment should be singled out 
for legislative attack, and explained that he opposed 
the Reagan bill, not alone beeause of its alleged 
nnconstitutionality, but for many other reasons. 
He maintained that it proposed enlarging the juris- 
diction of the Federal courts and contracting that 
of the State courts; that it re-enacted the moiety 
system; that it encouraged informers and spies; 
thst it assumed railroad management to be cor- 
rupt and dishonest, and that its provisions are op- 
pressive, impracticable, and obscure. 

Mr. U. B. Painter said that he owned a small 
railroad which would be entirely ruined by the 
operation of the Reagan bili, and desired to be 
heard. The Chairman said that the railway com- 
panies had been exhaustively heard on the subject, 
and thatin accordance with aresolution previously 
passed that side of the question closed with Goy, 
Brown’s argument. Ex-Anuditor of Railroads 
French also applied fora hearing forthe purpose 
of opposing the bill, but his request was refused. 
Chairman Page remarked, however, that any one 
desiring to do so migbt have their arguments 
printed and referred to the committee. It was 
then decided that Mr. Reagan should be heard to- 
morrow in advocacy of the bill. 


A QUIET DAY IN THE HOUSE. 

Wasuincron, March 27.—Mr. White, of 
Kentucky, rising to a question of privilege, stated 
that he desired the Hecord to be corrected. He 
then sent to the Clerk’s desk and had read the pro- 
ceedings in the Record to which he referred to 
show that a remark made by Mr. Kenna, of West 
Virginia, to the effect that he would not have con 
gratulated Mr. Turner, of Kentueky, on his tariff 
speech had he known that Mr. Turner was making 
use of a figure of speech adopted by Samnel Mar- 
shalland Sydney Smith had been omitted.

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
THE OPINIONS HANDED DOWN AT YESTER- 
DAY’S SITTING. 

Wasuineton, March 27.—A decision was 
rendered by the Supreme Court of the United 
States to-day in the municipal bond case of the 
township of New-Buffalo, plaintiff in error, ve. 
the Cambria Iron Company; in error to the Ciroult 
Court of the United States for the Western District 
of Michigan, This was a suit upon certain bonds 
issued by the township of New-Buffalo as a gift 
to arailroad company on June 1, 1869. It is eon- 


tended by the plaintiff in error that by the settled 
law of Michigan, as it existed when the bonds 
were bar Ps they were void. This court, however, 
holds—following its decision in Taylor vs. the 
City of Ypsilanti—that by the law of Michigan. 
as expounded F its Supreme Court. and 
acted upon by its Legislatmre and Execnu- 
tive prior to the decision in People vs, 
Salem, bonds issued in conformity with 
the act of March 22, 1869, were valid obligations of 
the municipality by whom they were issued. It is 
further contended by the plaintiff in error that the 
rights and obligations of the parties are to be de- 
termined by the law as expounded by the Supreme 
Court of the State at the time the defendants in 
error in fact received the bonds. The court holds 
that this defense also is untenable. The defendant 
in error is a holder for value; but if it were not, 
it is entitled to whatever rights the railroad com- 
pany had by virtue of its contract with the town- 
ship. That contract was made and fully performed 
before the decision in People vs. Salem was 
rendered, and was not affected by the decision in 
that case. The court further holds that the fact 
that the bonds were issued asa donation and not 
asa subscription is not a material circumstance, 
and that their validity was not affected by their 
delivery to a consolidated company instead of the 

articular company to which they were voted. The 
Jud ment of the Circuit Court is affirmed. Opin- 
on by Justic Harlan.

THE NORTH SHORE RAILROAD. 


DIFFICULTIES OF A LONG ISLAND LINE— 
WHAT THE RECEIVER PROPOSES. 

A meeting of the real estate-owners and resi- 
dents on the line of the North Shore Railroad on 
Long Island was held at No. 106 Wall-street yes- 
terday to determine what was best to do in view 
of a notice issued by the Receiver, Thomas H. Mes- 
senger, of Brooklyn, that trains would be aiscon- 
tinued March 21. There were present among others 
Receiver Mossenger, George Bradish, John Tay- 
lor, and Fred Storms, of Bayside; Roland G. 
Miteheil, George E, Cock, James Udall, and 
James E. Ward, of Great Neck; Howard 


A. Sperry, of New-York; Robert C. Embree 
and Simon R. Bowne, of Flushing, and Isaac Sher- 
wood, of Manhassett. Mr. Bradish was made 
Chairman and Mr. Embree Seeretary. The road 
was commenced in 1863 and was finished in 1806. 
It was built at a cost of $300,000 by the people 
whom it was intended to benefit. It is six and 
one-half miles long, and there are six stations on 
the line. The termini are Flushing and Great 
Neck. The company that built the road never 
owned a dollar's worth of roiling stock, but as 
soon as it was completed it was made a 
part of the Flusning, North Shore and 
Central line, which was afterward swallowed 
up by the Long Island Railroad Company. 
The latter company continued to operate the road 
until August, 1881, under an agreement by which it 
received one-half of the gross receipts, when it 
refused to ran trains over it on account of its bad 
condition. The road remained idle for about a 
month, and then an order was secured from Judge 
Gilbert, of the Supreme Court, by residents and 
others requiring the Receiver to put it in perencs 
again. An engine and a few cars were hired of 
the Long Island Company, and trains began run- 
ning once more. The road was sold Oct. 22 under 
a foreclosure of the first mortgage bonds, which 
amounted to $123,000, with interest, which 
had not been paid for three or four years. 
it was bid in for $50,000 by a committee appointed 
by the bondholders. The Receiver feund that he 
was running behind about $20aday in the ex- 
penses, and accordingly secured an order from 
Judge Pratt to close up the road. In maintainiog 
the road all of the stock, amounting to $150,000; all 
of the second mortgage bonds, amounting to $25,- 
000, and all of the first morteage bonds except the 
$50,000 paid for the road at the foreciosure sale, 
have «been used up. The road is sadiy out of or- 
der. The bridge at Little Neck has fatien in, and 
the ties are old and rotten. The running of trains 
by the Receiver for seven months has resulte! ina 
loss of about $3,800. Receiver Messenger said at 
the meeting that the road could not be made to 
pay as it had been run, and he presented three al- 
ternatives, as follows: 

First—To incorporate a company which should have 
for its ultimate object the completion of the road to 
Long Island City op one end, and Huntington or 
Northport on the other, which, while involving a 
large outlay, might solve the question of a paying 
road on the North Side. 

Second--To lease the road to the Long Island Com- 
pany or to run it as an independent enterprise. 

Third—To abandon the road altogether asa railroad. 

Mr. Storms said he believed that the Long Island 
Company would buy the road outright. After 
some discussion a committee composed of Mr. 
Ward, Mr. Storms, and Mr. Sperry was appointed 
to see what terms could be made with the Long 
Island Company, after which the meeting adjourned 
to to-morrow to hear its report. Later in the 
day Mr. J. R. Maxwell, Vice-President of 
the Long Island Raiirord, told the com- 
mittee that his company would buy the North 
Shore and pay a fair price for it. He agreed to 
pame his figures to-day. He said that when the 
road was put up at auction an upset price of $40,- 
000 was tixed and it was understood that his com- 

any was to buy it at $41,000. The bondholders, 
powever, carried the price up to $50,900, The road 
was not worth over $40,000. If the Long Island 
Company bought it, it would extend it to Roslyn, 
improve the road-bed and equip it with stze! rails. 
The North Shore already owed the Long Island 
$4,000 for the use of rolling stock, &c.

THE SUPPLY BILL PASSED BY THE 
ASSEMBLY. 

THE MONDAY NIGHT SESSION AP ALBANY-— 
AMENDING THE STATH MILITARY CODE— 
VARIOUS BILLS INTRODUCED. 

ALBANY, March 27.—The Assembly passed 
the Supply bill to-night, as it came from the com- 
mittee, with no material amendment. Gen. Sharpe 
and Mr. Van Allen called attention to the ab- 
sence from the bill of the usual appropriation of 
$250,000 for the Emigration Commission. It was 
explained by the Chairmanof the committee that a 
bill empowering the Commissioners to make con- 
tracts with the steam-ship companies was already 
on its way through the Legislature, and that na- 
tional legislation had also been invoked; it was 
quite possible, therefore, that no appropria- 
tlon might be needed for the Commission- 
ers this year. Should the contrary prove 
the case, a bill affording the requisite 
ald could be introduced later in the ses- 
sion. Col. Murphy introduced the buncombe reso- 
lutions adopted by the New-York Aldermen, in- 
veighing against the contract laber system in the 
State prisons. They were sent to the State Prisons 
Committee for interment without funeral services. 


Mr. Morton introduced a bill authorizing St. Mark’s 
Church Mission, of New-York, to transfer to St. 
Mark’s Church the titletofcertain landson which Mr. 
Ratherford Stuyvesant is desirous of erecting a 
mission in memory of his deceased wife. A biil 
pepoanted by Mr. Brooks authorizes the Staten 
sland and New-Jersey Suspension Bridge and 
Railroad Company to establish a railroad ferry 
across the Kill Yon Kull from Staten Island to the 
New-Jersey shore. A bill by Mr. Sprague ineor- 
porates the Fruit and Spice Exchange of New-York, 
which is to be modeled after the Produce Ex- 
change. A bill by Mr. Robb permits savings banks 
to invest in the bonds of the State of Minnesota. 
A bill by Mr. Shanley, of Kings, increases the ap- 
propriation for cleaning the streets of Brook! 
rom $75,000 to $150,000, and makes the Commis- 
sioner of City Works and the ‘Health and Police 
Commissioners a board to contract for this work. 
The Republicans and Democrats will hold caucuses 
to-morrow to nominate candidates for the Univer- 
sity Regeney, which is to be filled on Thursday by 
joint ballot of the two houses. 

Mr. Parker introduced a bill amending the mil!- 
tary code. It takes asa basis the code prepared 
by the late commission. The principal important 
changes are as follows: It makes the minimum 
14,000 and the maximum 16,000 men. It retains the 
old formation of not more than 10 nor less than 8 
companies to a regiment, and not more than 6 nor 
less than 4 to a battalion. It further simplifies the 
staff departments. lt makes it optional fora man 
to enlist for either five or seven years, and pre- 
serves the present law allowing re-enlistment for 
one year ormore, It also requires every enlisted 
man, before he can be discharged, to show by doc- 
umentary evidence that he has performed 75 per 
cent. of ‘the maximum duty required of him. 
It also provides that the service or fatigue uniform 
of the guard shall be selected by a commission ap- 
pointed for that purpose and approved by the 
Commander-in-Chief, and such uniform shall not 
be changed except by act of the Legislature; pro- 
vided, however, that any regiment or battalion 
may within 60 days after the passage of this act 
elect, by a vote of the majority of its board 
of officers, to retain the fatigue or service 
uniform heretofore adopted and now in use, 
thus recognizing the right of every organization to 
retain its present uniformsif it chooses. The al- 
lowance of $8 per man is upon the muster- 
roll, thus avoiding the double machinery of extra 
sets of returns for this purpose. provides that 
all independent military companies not parts of 
or attached to the National Guard may in case of 
emergeacy, insurrection, or riot, by filing papers 
for a 80 days’ enlistment, to be extended as 
the case may require, become parts of the 
National Guard, and for the time bene 
subject to the discipline and entitled to the privi- 
leges of National Guardsmen. The provisions in 
regard to courts-martial are made more specific 
and, in some respects, more stringent. In regard 
to sentences, it provides that if no appeal {s taken 
the sentence shall be published in general orders, 
but if an appeal iz taken, no publication shall be 
made until the decision of the appeal. Instead of 
the Adjutant-General revising the regulations, it 
provides for the appointment of a commission of 
seven from the officers of the Guard. 

The Senate occupied the session in the discussion 
of Mr. Ellsworth’s bill providing that the bonds of 
towns issued in ald of railroads shail not be invali- 
dated for informality in the petition of tax-payers 
in their favor. The law of 1869 provided that when 
the majority of the tax-payers of 9 town petitioned 
the County Judge in favor of town aid forrailroads 
the bonds should be issued by order of the Judge. 
The following year an amendment was made to 
the law excepting a certain class of tax-payers, 
like those who paid only a highway tax, from the 
list of those whose assent to the bonds was neces- 
sary. Before the amendment became geferally 
known bonds were issued by some towns 
under the original law, and it is 
now sought to have them repudiated 
for informality. The bill was advocated by Messrs. 
Elisworth and Thomas and opposed by H. A. Nel- 
son and MacArthur, and finally progressed without 
a vote. Members of the Legislature, both houses 
and both parties, will hold caucuses to-morrow 
night to nominate a Regent of the university in 
place of Judge Hale, of Essex County, deceased. 
the prominent candidate of the Republicans is 
Matthew Hale, of Albany, a brother of Judge Hale, 
and formerly State Senator. The Democrats will 
nominate St. Clair MoKelway, editer of the Albany 
Argus.

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THE DEMOCRATIG BALLOT-BOX sTUFFERS

Men premeturely bald, old, “‘ unable to carry 
their liquor,” and anxious beyond their face years 
are getting conspicuously common in America.

But they soon fade; and while the 
English matron, and even her sister of 
Canada, who leads much the same kind of life, is 
stillin her prime, the once beautiful Américaine is 
often a lean, hysterical haunter of health resorts. 
The future is not a pleasant ——e As men of 
leisure depart from the busy multitude, it is diffi- 
cult to see what they are to do with their money. 
There is a limit to the numberof greenbacks which 
people can spend on 2 house, and even a modest 
ortune is cumbersome to carry abdout in diamonds 
and watch-chains. They can, of course, always go 
to Paris; but a Tuileries American, as this hybrid 
Gaul used to be called in Napoleonic days, ceases 
to be an Amériean, while, if he stays at home, it is 
hard to see how the rich average republican is to 
spend bis money in any other way than that which 
has produced, and is increasing, the nervousness 
of his race. Competitive examinations, which 
will, in time, add their worry to the endless 
voting and electing of the present time, are calcu- 
lated to intensify the trouble. But for long the 
evil wili not be much noticed. The country will be 
fertilized by a continuous stream of fresh-faced, 
simple-lived emigrants from “used-up Europe.”

The real fact is that the Queen had scarcely 
ever seen Lord Beaconsfield when he became Prime 
Minister in 1868. He had managed td offend her 
Majesty and Prince Albert in the days when he was 
leading the protectionists; and it is, I believe, a 
fact that, until Mr. Disraeli was Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, he was never once invited to a state 


entertainment. These functions were then more 
frequent and more brilliant than they are now. 
and, so far as I remember, a formal protest 
against the exelusion was secretiv’sent to the 
palace by several of Mr. Disraeli’s followers, 
it being pointed out that it was an unprecedented 
thing for the leader of the Opposition in the House 
of Commons to be thus neglected; but Prince Al- 
bert was not fondof Mr. Disraeil, and if he had 
lived it is quite certain that Lord Beaconsfield 
would never have become a court favorite. It is 
rather an odd fact, by the way, considering the 
highflown eulogies of which the Prince Consort 
has ever been the subject, that the three statesmen 
whom he most disliked. and whom he did his best 
to thwart and Pag aside, were Lord Palmerston, 
Mr. Disraeli, and Mr. Gladstone. During the nine 
months Mr. Disraeli was in office in 1868, he man- 
aged to ingratiate himself with the Queen, who, in 
the first instance, would scareely hear of his be- 
ceming Prime Minister, and the good impression 
he then left was rendered permanent during the 
first months of his second tenure of power.

George Rooke 
and his friends had sent out word for a week that 
he would spar with Sullivan, ana it was 
that there would be quite a battle, as wag 
known that the men are unfriendly. There 
were about 75 policemen present to keep order, 
and the crowd was so great that hundreds 
of men and boys climbed into the 

or 40 feet overhead, All 
the boxers, wrestlers, and roughs who could raise 
a dollar to pay for a ticket were there, and there 
were besides many persons of a better char 
acter who have a tasts for sporting pastimes, 
Reserved seats were sold for $2 each.

John Coppenger, who was found lying in 
the hallway of the tenement-house No. 12 Madison- 
street, Hoboken, at midnight Saturday, bleeding 


profusely from a wound in the mead, died at his 
residence, No. 41 Jefterson-street, last night. 
When found he was unconscious, and he re 
mained in that condition re to death, 
Michael Nolan, with whom he had had ogere 
about 11 o’elock in Kaufman’s saloon, and who was 
arrested on Sunday on suspicion of having inflicted 
the weunds which have proved fatal, was commit 
ted to the county jail last night.

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THE CLERICAL LIBEL SUIT 


OONTINUING THE CROSS-EXAMINA- 
TION OF BISHOP HARE. 
DENIALS OF SOME OF THE RUMORS AFFECT- 
ING THE DEFENDANT—HE SAYS HE 
NEVER KISSKD MISS KERBACE, AND DOES 

NOT KNOW WHERE SHE IS. 

The Hinman-Hare libe! sult entered upon the 
fourth week of its hearing yesterday, before Jus- 
tice Van Vorst, in the Supreme Court, Cirouit. 
Bishop William H. Hare, the defendant, resumed 
the stand and underwent cross-examination by 
two conselors all day. He complained to the court 
that many of the questions put to him placed him 
fn a false position at times, whereupon coun- 
tel said they wanted to be fair, but desired to show 
that his memory was bad. He never made any 
complaint to the Standing Committee of the 
Aiocese, a8 a Committee, respecting the rumors 
against plaintiff. He heard of an investigation of 
the charges before he (witness) went out West,fand 
that the plaintiff was fully exonerated. When he 
beard the charges again, in July, 1873, he went to Mr. 
Hinman in August and told him what had come to 


his ears. This conversation was held in the church 
at Santee, and there was only one such conversa- 
tion or interview as witness recollected. The Bish- 
ops met on Sept. 25 to investigate the truth or 
falsity of these rumors. He and bis associates acted 
in perfect good faith in the matter of investigation, 
and (hesitatingiy) they “did not arrive at the con- 
clusion that the charges were without foundation. 
That is not the whole truth,” explained witness; 
“itis very difficult to answer yesor no to your 
Question. The charges were vague.” Here wit- 
ness identified his signature tothe certificate of 
exoneration declaring Mr, Hinman innocent of 
the charges in the personal belief of the commit- 
tee. After this report of exoneration was given 
witness honored plaintiff in various ways. He did 
not recollect making him a Dean, however, al- 
though he may have done so. He gave him more 
or less increased authority and mere responsible 
duties. This wasin November or December, 1877, 
and piaintiif was given supervision over & newly 
settled band of Indians in the Niobrara juris- 
diction. He continued to discharge this addi- 
tional trust until his removal. This pro- 
motion was before witness heard the Miss 
qerbeck accusation, as witness recollected. 

owever, he “would not deny that it was after- 
ward.” It was while Mr. Hinman was attending 
to these new duties that witness sent for the eate- 
chists and questioned them in reference to rumors 
and charges affecting plaintiff’s character. He did 
not tell these catechists to see what they could find 
bad about Mr, Hinman. He corresponded with 
plaintiff after he (witness) came East subsequent 
to the interview with the ecatechists. Here he 
identified 12 letters written by him to Mr. Hinman, 
and then Mr. Fiske read from the letters to the 
jury. They were all couched in kindly language, 
and referred to matters at the Indian mission, and 
ecavered periods between the latter part of 1877 and 
the earlier part of 1878. W itness did not remember 
having referred to plaintiff as ‘‘ Dean” in any of his 
correspondence with the latter. Both plaintiff and 
Miss Kerback wrote witness about the financial 
transactions of the other, and one of the letters 
read reterred to this. There was a misunderstand- 
Ing between Miss Kerback and plaintiff at this 
time. Mr. Hinman wrote him that he did not think 
Miss Kerback was the person for the position of 
house-mother at St. Mary’s School. 

The Sister Lizzie story, the witness continued, 
never came before the three Bishops after the in- 
vestigation began. Witness knew of it and told 
the Bishops informally aboutit. He had a written 
statement about the incident in his possession, but 
did not show it to the Bishops because it seemed 
of little moment in compariso. “vith the graver 
charges. He remembered nothing about Mr. 
Hinman having been called before the Bish- 
ops and questioned in reference to this writ- 
ten asatatement. He would not swear that 
such an incident did not occur, however. 
Witness never intimated anything in reference to 
his knowing the Miss Kerback accusation in his 
correspondence with Mr. Hinman while he was in 
the East. He spoke to his official advisers while 
still in the East respecting the rumors and charges 
against piaintiff. He conferred with eight or ten 
members of the Indian Commission and three or 
four others. He spoke to Miss Biddle and Mrs. 
Welsh about these stories. He would swear that 
he did not talk to as many as half a dozen ladies 
on the matter. He did not remember talking to 
any New-York lady about the subject. He greeted 

——— courteously after his return to the West. 

would be hard to say whether his manner 
aa changed. He did not teil plaintiff he 
ad arraigned him before the commission 
in New-York. Witness answered at this 
oint that he considered hypocrisy a sin. 
n reply to closes questions he added that during 
the journey to the dying ‘‘ Dan’ Himans, when 
plaintiff and witness were alone together, he said 
nothing to plaintiff about the Kerback story, or the 
talk to the Indian Commission about him. He was 
social with him and talked about the mission and 
money matters. Witness did not answer the ques- 
tion whether he considered that Mr. Hinman 
would be interested in the mission as 8 subject of 
ponversation, in view of the fact that he (witness) 
was going to remove him the day afterthe journey. 
He wrote the letter of plaintiff's dismissal, he said, 
five minutes after the close of the communion ser- 
vice, It was after the interview with Miss Ker- 
back. The interview, as he remembered, was be- 
fore the service, and permission was given to com- 
municate the charge to Mr. Hinman. Witness 
wrote the letter hurriedly in his lap. After its 
flelivery he told plaintiff he must go away from 
the country. He knew he bad been there a number 
of years, and that he was drawing $1,500a year with 
his missionary house. Witness took possession of 
the house and furniture. Plaintiff sued the succes- 
sor witness installed in his place. Witness was not 
allowed to say whether judgment was secured. He 
baa offered to Mr. Hinman, in consequence of pro- 
ceedings begun by Mr. Hinman, to return his furni- 
ture, and bad notified him where it was stored sub- 
ject to his order. He never told Hinman that the 
indian Commissioner had given him an order 
(Hinman) from the country. 
He never told the Rev. Mr. Cook, at 
Santee, that he had asked for such a 
letter and had procured it. He never pointed 
to his valise and said that it contained an order ex- 
cluding Mr. Hinman from the eountry. Something 
like this ocourred, however. He did not recollect 
telling the Rev. Mr, Cook about the Tip!-Dutawin 
seandal, but he did speak of the Kerback aceusa- 
tion. He did not, however, go over all the stories 
rnd rumors he had ever heard about Mr. Hinman 
§n this Cook interview on March 17. He may have 
said to Mr. Cook, “These things are true, 
and I beg of you to try and get him 
(Hinman) to renounce his ministry." He 
did not remember having said so, how- 
ever, but he thought them true himself, neverthe- 
less. He may have said that he wished to have Mr. 
Hinman ~* * quietly retire.”” He did not remember 
Baying that * the matter is settled and there is no 
nse of trying to reverse it.”’ Here Mr, Fiske read 
3 letter written by the defendant to the Indian 
Commissioner setting forth that Hinman was busy 
irculating stories among the Indians calculated to 
uild up his interest, and that his exciusion might 
tend to calm the Indians. It also asked to have 
certain information imparted which the Commis- 
gioner had declined to reveal ona former ocaasion. 

After the reading, the witness testified further 
that he told Mr. Cook that Miss Kerbach was going 
to Germany, but he did not sey that he (witness) 
was going to send her away. He had no knowledge 
of money having been furnished her to meet her 
traveling expenses. He had written to her twice 
pince ha she left. He did know whers to address 
her, but was not allowed to explain how he came 
to write to her under such cireumstances. Witness 

aid Fox for his services as prosecutor at the secle- 

jastical trials, but did not pay allof his bill. He 
kad since been told that Fox had sued him for the 
balance of the bill, He laid claim to a large 
pmount for various services for which witness had 
employed him. He spent $800 of his own money 
in the proceedings in the Hinman ecclesiastical 
trials. He told the Rev. Mr. Cook that

OLUBBED BY J#RSEY¥Y POLICE.

TWO MEN SEVERELY INJURED--WHAT 
SERGEANT SAID. 

Early yesterday morning two men, who gave 
their names as Alexander Robertson and James 
Burns, were taken into the Gregory-street Police 
station, Jersey Citv, by Officers Enoch Perry and 
McDonald. Robertson was bleeding from several 
gaping wounds in his head so profusely that Sergt. 
James Finley, who was at the desk, refused to 
lock him up till a physician had seen him. One of 
the city physicians sewed up the wounds. Burns’s 
eyes were both biackened and his face was badly 
bruised. Yesterday morning, when they were ar- 


raigned before Justice Peloubet, the men charged 
that the wounds which disfigured their heads and 
wiees had been made by Officer Perry's club. Per- 
. who appeared as the complainant against them, 
3 larged that they were drunk and disorderly and 
were making a noise on Warren-street. He said 
that at 3 o'clock or thereabout he found the 
prisoners creating a disturbanee at the door 
of the house No. 225 Warren-street. They told him 
that they hved there and were trying to getin. He 
repped on the door panel with his club, and re- 
ved noreply. The accused urged him not to 
male a noise, and said they would go elsewhere 
for the night. Sergt. Marinus, the officer said, was 
there at the time, and hé advised Perry to arrest 
them, but he did not think it worth while to do it 
till one or the men told him to go to a country 
where there is no Winter. Then he arrested them 
and took them to the station-house. Sergt. Ma- 
rinus told the court that the men were doisg noth- 
ing at the time to warrant their arrest. 
‘ Then,” the ancient Sergeant was asked, “why 
did you advise Perry to arrest them ?”’ 
“Ob!” the Sergeant stammered out. “They 
made a noise afterward,” 
The prisoners said that while they were trying to 
gt into the house in which they resided Perry and 
arinus came up and asked them what they were 
doing, When they told them Perry said he would 
“*—.—- goon find out if they lived there,” and 
rapped with his club an the door panel. The 
prisoners asked him to make less noise, and offered 
to go somewhere else for the rest of the night. 
That suggestion settled their guilt in Perry’ $ wind, 
for he immediately told them they did not live 
there, and beat Robertson on the head with his 
elub, and afterward assauited Burns. Jndge 
Peloubet decided to hold the matter for further {a- 
vestigation. Perry is the officer who some months 
ago shot and killed a young man named Shaugh- 
nessy on First-street, Jersey City.

COLLISION WITH A FREIGHT CAR. 
Early yesterday afternoon a sharp collision 
occurred at Fifth-street aud the Bowery, where the 
down-town track of the Third-Avenue Railroad 
crosses the tracks of the Fourth-Avenue Railroad, 
between car No. 817 of the Grand Central Depot, 
or “ white car” line, and freight car No. 1,588 of the 


Harlem Railroad. The Third-avenue car was well 
filled with passengers, but only one of them, Jenn 
Casey, a boy of Mount Vernov, who was slightly 
bruised and had his clothes torn, was injured. 
From statements made by eye-witnesses it appears 
that the freight.car, which had the right of way, 
was going up town at a speed of five miles an bour, 
and when within 20 yards of the point where the 
Third-avenue track crosses the Fourth-avenue 
track the “ white oar’ was driven at a rapid rate 
down town. It was impoasible to check the freight 
ear, and the Third-avenue car continued in its 
course unti) the west side of the freight car cutinto 
the hood of the front platform and the east side of 
the passenger car. The hood was bent and badly 
cut, the platform and one of the windows of the 
car were badly damaged, and the force of the col- 
lision was so great that the seat on the east side of 
the Third-avenue car was driven through the rear 
panel 10inches. It will cest about $75 to repair the 
car.

HE DEBT OF TEXAS. 

Since the last session of the Texas Legisla- 
ture the officers of that State have purchased and 
retired Texas bonds amounting to over $1,000,000. 
The remaining outstanding debt of the State is about 
$4,000,000, and further purchases of bonds far re- 


demption are to ba made soon, ‘The latest pur- 
chase was $442,000 of ‘long seven” bonds, due in 
1904, without the right to ealluntildue. The trans- 
action was made through the Bank of New-York. 
The price paid for the bonds was at the rate of $140 
for a one-hundred-dollar bond. The State officers 
think this is adecided bargain. The bonds still 
had 22 years to run, and the State by now buy- 
ing them in saves $154 on every one-bundred- 
dollar bond in the matter of interest 
alone. The Texas newspapers give high praise to 
President Charles M. Fry, of the Bank of New- 
York, for the favors he has done the State in this 
and similar affairs.

PATERSON DEMOCRATS BXCITED. 
The Paterson Democrats tried to hold their 
primaries yesterday in several of the wards of the 
city, to appoint committees to nominate candidates 
to be supported at the municipal election on the 
10th inst. In the Eighth Ward, the “ banner” 
Democratic ward of the city, there was one of the 


most violent rows ever seen in that a 
stronghold, nearly 1,000 exeited men struggling for 
hours to control the ballot-nox; during the mélée 
several of the leaders were stripped nearly naked 
and five ballot-boxes were smashed. There were 
two principal factions for the Aldermanic nomina- 
tion, and each charged the other with stirring up 
all the row. Both wings of the party will run their 
own tickets, but as the ward is overwhelmingly 
Democratic, the Republicans have little hope of 
profiting directly by this family quarrel among 
their opponents.

It seems probable that the Tariff Commis- 
sion bill will be brought before the House 
to-day, and that the long pent-up stream of 
oratory on this subject will at last have a 
chance to flow. More instructive than 
these speeches may, perhaps, be the 
votes on various amendments which 
will be offered to Mr. KEttEy’s 
bill placing certain oils and chemicals on 
the free list. Necessary as these articles 
may be to the chemical manufacturers of 
Philadelphia and elsewhere, there are other 
manufacturers who would be benefited by 
the admission of raw materials, like 
wool, copper, and pig-iron, if not 
also steel blooms and tin plates, free 
of duty. The rather impudent pro- 
posal to tack on to Mr. KELLEy’s bill 
providing fora reduction of import duties 
the so-called McKinley bill, which calls for 
an increase of duties on various products of 
iron and steel, is not likely to pass unchal- 
lenged, and ought to be so manifestly ab- 
surd as to require no _ discussion at 
all. The evident anxiety which exists 
among politicians in Congress to be well rid 
of the entire subject is an instructive evi- 
dence of the bewilderment with which the 
ordinary product of our political system ap- 
proaches issues which are as foreign to his 
tastes as they are beyond the grasp of his in- 
telligence. + 


The Supply bill has passed the Assembly 
fm substantially the same shape as it came 
from the Committee of Ways and Means. 
Tts amount is about $317,000, or less than 
half the amount of last year’s bill to which 
the Governor applied the pruning-knife so 
freely. This is partly accounted for 
by the omission of the usual $250,000 
far the Emigration Commission—a sum 
which it is hoped may be saved either by 
allowing the Commissioners to make con- 
tracts with the steam-ship companies to 
pay for the support of the institutions 
under their control, or by having the 
entire business transferred to the national 
Government. The latter is the only satis- 
factory solution of the difficulty, and it is to 
be hoped that its attainment will not be long 
delayed. If the Senate keeps its hands off 


the Supply bill, the field left for the exercise 


of the Governor’s power of vetoing its items 
will be a comparatively limited one. 


A Paris dispatch reports that the French 
House of Deputies has taken up the bill to 
revoke the prohibition of the importation of 
American pork which is being urged by the 
Ministry. This bill aims to substitute simple 
but efficient means of inspection for absolute 
prohibition. The present Minister of Com- 
merce, M. Trrarp, has long opposed prohi- 
bition as a blunder, a serious injury 
to French commerce, and a measure 
which, in guarding against a very 
limited danger, by no means arising 
solely from American pork, consid- 
erably increased the cost of living for the 
French working men. In the debate yes- 
terday he held that American packers would 
take greater and presumably adequate pre- 
cautions when they knew that their goods 
would be minutely examined. The fate of 
the repeal of the prohibition is, however, 
doubtful. It is, naturally, ardently opposed 
by the French protectionists, who, like their 
American brothers, incline to favor any pol- 
icy which renders foreign goods costly or 
which shuts them out of the home market. 
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To facilitate the repudiation of town bonds 
snany pretext whatever is a business in 
which the Legislature of the State of New- 
Mork ought not to engage, . Technically, 


the towns who take advantage of the amend- 
ment to the law of 1869 to repudiate bonds 
issued in aid of railroads because of the infor- 
mality of the petitions which formed a basis 
for their issue are in the right, and it may be 
argued that the Legislature is not called on 
to interfere between any body of tax-payers 
and their creditors. But as the reduction of 
the class of tax-payers, a majority of whom 
were needed to authorize the issue of rail- 
road bonds, was evidently unknown even to 
the County Judges who declared the peti- 
tions valid, the injustice to those who paid for 
bonds since declared worthless is gross and 
palpable. It is, moreover, a piece of obvi- 
ous folly for any community to repudiate 
their debts on a mere technicality. It 
amounts to an openconfession of dishonesty 
which not only destroys the credit of those 
immediately responsible for it, but affects 
injuriously the credit of other towns 
in the State which are able and 
willing to pay their way. It may be that 
legislation intended to cure the informality 
of, bonds issued without due regard to the 
amending law of 1870 may be held to de- 
prive town authorities of a statutory right 
which the courts are compelled to respect, 
but the path of wisdom and justice points 
to a fair recognition of the equity rather 
than the strict law of the case. 


Washington dispatches indicate much ac- 
tivity among railway projectors who hope 
to drive the Indians out of the Indian Terri- 
tory by the introduction of railroads. There 
is already before Congress a bill for the le- 
galization of a grant fora railroad across 
the south-eastern corner of the Territory, 
and others are impending. It is proposed 
to build several branches ot the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas Road, and at least one 
line which shall be nearly parallel to it 
for some distance. Congress is to grant 
the right of way for the building 
of these lines, conditioned always upon the 
consent of the Indian tribes whose reserva- 
tions are to be invaded. This consent is 
not easily secured. The tribes, or nations, 
resist sturdily all efforts to open their Terri- 
tory, and some of them’ have lately raised 
the question whether their mutual relations 
do not demand that a license by one tribe, 
granted to a railway corporation, should not 
be ratified by all the tribes before it can be 
available. Sanguine railroad men should 
consider the troubles encountered thus far 
by the managers of the only iron road in the 
Territory before they make calculations as 
to the probable effect of enterprises yet un- 
born. 


THE NAVIGATION LAWS. 


The announcement by the House Com- 
mittee on Commerce that it is their intention 
to take up the question of chahges necessary 
in the navigation laws and to investigate 
it with care is a welcome one. There is a 
very general feeling among all branches of 
business connected with the carrying trade, 
and particularly the foreign carrying trade, 
that American vessels are unnecessarily 
hampered by the restrictions placed upon 
them by the laws of the United States. To 
these must be added disadvantages arising 
from State laws, over which, of course, 
Congress has no control, such as the harbor 
and port charges and quarantine fees. But 
the number of obstacles here and in foreign 
ports traceable to the requirements of Fed- 
eral statutes is sufficient to demand the 
careful attention of Congress. The por- 
tion of the Revised Statutes re- 
lating to commerce and _ navigation 
embraces 500 sections, and covers 
over 100 pages of the volume. Many and 
probably most of these provisions are neces- 
sary to the protection of life and property, 
and to that order and regularity which only 
the supervision of the United States Govern- 
ment can secure. But many of them are 
unquestionably onerous and vexatious, while 
some are out of date. A careful revision of 
them in the light of such information as the 
persons directly interested can readily fur- 
nish cannot fail to be useful. 

But while the committee will find numer- 
ous details that require adjustment, the most 
objectionable feature of the navigation laws 
lies at their very threshold. It is embodied in 
the first seven sections of Title XLVIL, ‘‘ The 
regulation of commerce and navigation.” 
These provide that ‘‘ vessels registered pur- 
suant to law, und no others, * * * shall 
be deemed vessels of the United States, and 
entitled to the benefits and privileges apper- 
taining to such vessels; but they shall not 
enjoy the same longer than they shall con- 
tinue to be wholly owned by citizens 
and to be commanded by a citizen 
of the United States. And officers 
of vessels of the United States shall 
in all cases be citizens of the United States. 
Vessels built within the United States, and 
belonging wholly to citizens thereof, * * * 

nd no others, may be registered as di- 
rected by this title.”” These terms limit the 
registration of vesscls and the right to claim 
in foreign ports the protection of the na- 
tional Government to vessels wholly built in 
the United States and wholly owned 
and officered by United States citizens. 
To this limitation there are three ex- 
ceptions of such extraordinary character 
as to bring out the rigidity and narrowness 
of the limitation itself in even stronger light. 
These are vessels captured in war by citizens 
of the United States and duly condemned as 
prizes; vessels adjudged to be forfeited for a 
breach of the laws of the United States; 
vessels built abroad, and wrecked in the 
United States and purchased and repaired 
by acitizen of the United States, if it shall 
be proved to the satisfaction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury that the repairs put 
upon such vessel are equal to three-fourths 
of the cost-value when so repaired. In brief, 
nothing but privateering, which the whole 
policy of the Government condemns, or the 
‘‘act of God” which shall destroy at least 
three-fourths of the ,cost-value of a vessel, 
can enable a citizen of the United States to 
get possession of a vessel not built by the 
tavored builders of his own country. 

This policy dates from the last century. 
It was first inscribed upon the statute-book 
in the year 1792. It had its justification 
then in that it was the policy of all the mari- 
time nations of the world. The Congress of 
that day was surrounding the infant indus- 
try of ship-building by the same defenses 
that the Governments of the older countries 
had adopted. It. was asserting for the 
United States the right to do for themselves 
what Great Britain was doing for herself, 
and what they had rebelled against w 
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directed against them for the benefit of 
British subjects. For some 60 years the 
policy apparently worked well, for the ship- 
building industry prospered and the young 
Republic had far more than its share of the 
carrying trade of the world. But the pros- 
perity was not due to, it was inde- 
pendent of, the navigation laws, and 
came from the simple fact that we 
could build better and cheaper wooden 
ships and sail them more skillfully than any 
other people. Had the citizens of. the 
United States then been free to buy where 
they chose, they would still have bought of 
their own builders. The restraining law 
was, in effect, a nullity. But when wooden 
ships gave way to steamers, and steamers 
came to be built of iron and propelled by 
screws, the builders of this country lost 
their advantage, and the restrictive law, 
which compelled Americans to buy at 
home, shut them up to a market where 
ships cost more and were worth less than 
those built in England. The situation was 
completely changed. The carrying trade, 
and with it the ship-building industry, 
passed from our hands. The law that was 
intended to foster the prosperity of these 
two branches of business choked both, and 
neither will be revived until the law 
is repealed. They may not revive 
even if the law be repealed. Other 
conditions—the rate of interest, local taxa- 
tion, and other expenses—may prevent. 
But, in any case, it is the duty of Congress 
to repeal that law, first of all Then when 
the remaining provisions of the navigation 
laws have been made as favorable as possi- 
ble to American ships and those who sail 
or own them, the business may wisely be 
left to take care of itself. 


THEORY AND PRACTICE. 


The relations between Gov. CoRNELL and 
Mr. Baker, his appointee for Superintend- 
ent of Prisons, have long been those of close 
personal and political intimacy. Their 
mutual understanding with regard to prison 
management was presumably complete at 
the time the appointment was made, and 
their opportunities for personal consultation 
on the subject are all they choose to make 
them. But the Governor has seen fit to 
write a formal letter to the new Superintend- 
ent setting forth the principles on which 
the administration of the prisons should be 
conductede Just as Mr. Baker is getting 
to work and making himself acquainted 
with the department under his charge this 
letter is made public, as it was doubtless in- 
tended to be. The letter is altogether ad- 
mirable in itself and it is hardly fair to 
assume that the Governor does not mean 
what he says. Perhaps he has been duly 
impressed by the criticisms which have 
been made upon the appointment of Mr. 
Baker and is anxious to relieve the 
public mind from any apprehension 
that the prisons and the patronage 
connected with them are to be used 
to promote any political purpose in which 
he has a special interest, It was quite worth 
his while to make an effort in this direction, 
but it would have been better if it had be- 
gun at an earlier stage in the business, and he 
will have no occasion for surprise it the 
course of events in prison administration is 
watched with a closeness that savors of dis- 
trust and suspicion. 


The Governor endeavors to impress upon 
the mind of Mr. Baker the idea that the 
purpose of the constitutional amendment 
creating the office of Superintendent of 
Prisons and the legislation in pursuance 
thereof was to ‘“‘divorce the prisons from 
political influences or interference.”’ In 
speaking of subordinate appointments he 
recognizes the value of experience and 
holds that no efficient officer should 
be displaced and no man appointed 
for political reasons, or on any ground but 
fitness for the dutics to be performed. All 
this is excellent doctrine, but why should it 
not apply to the selection of a head for the 
department, who has the appointing of 
subordinates in his hands, with still greater 
force? The most unfortunate light by 
which we are to interpret Gov. CoRNELL’s 
letter is that which he has himself furnished 
in the appointment of Mr. Baker. He 
undoubtedly assumes, and perhaps honestly, 
that he acted upon the theory advanced in 
his letter when he made this appointment. 
He may have persuaded himself that there 
were good grounds for superseding Mr. 
Pitspury, and that he was not actu- 
ated by political or personal motives 
in deciding not to reappoint him. 
He may have been convinced in his 
own mind that in selecting Mr. Baker 
for the place he had no political ends in 
view, but was choosing 4 man eminently 
qualified to conduct the administration of 
the State prisons, and one whose efforts 
would be directed solely to securing effi- 
ciency, honesty, and economy in their man- 
agement. But if this was the case, it shows 
that his mind was strangely warped by his 
personal predilections and by his way of 
looking at the connection between politics 
and the public service. 


When a conspicuously good appointment 
for office is made there is never any need of 
trying to persuade the public of its merits, 
They are quickly recognized. The people 
know or very speedily find out when a man 
is fitted by study or experience for a certain 
position requiring special qualifications or 
has made adisplay of the qualities needed 
for the successful performance of its du- 
ties. They are able to judge by his pub- 
lic career, if he has had any, what kind 
of a politician he is and what use he will be 
likely to make of his opportunities for polit- 
ical influence. They also know how fara 
man who has long held an office has failed 
to meet its requirements. This public, so 
likely to be in the main right in its 
judgments on occurrences affecting its 
own interests, saw in Mr. Pitspury 
an official exceptionally qualified for 
his place, with the advantages of 
long and _ successful experience and 
with a record which was, on the whole, very 
creditable. Itsawin Mr. Baker a politi- 
cian identified with the ‘‘ spoils’’ method of 
conducting public affairs, devoted to the 
Governor’s political fortunes, with no ex- 


_perience in the duties to be assumed, and, 


so far as had ever appeared, without spccial 
qualifications for them. It judged, there- 
fore, that the Governor had either made a 
grievous mistake or deliberately acted upon 
a wrong principle when he made the change. 

Now, assuming that the Governor thought 
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he was acting on the excellent principles set 
forth in the letter to Mr. Barer, when he 
appointed that gentleman, what are we to 
expect in regard to the carrying out of those 
principles in the administration of the pris- 
ons? The 1aost noticcable thing in the let- 
ter, perhars, is the pains the Governor 
takes to impress the Superintendent with 
his own solicitude in the premises 
and the closeness of his own re- 
lations with the department. ‘‘It is my 
settled purpose,’’ he says, ‘‘that such a course 
{that required by the law] be honestly and 
faithfully pursued.”’ He tells the Superin- 
tendent what will be ‘‘expected’’ of him, 
that he ‘‘will’’ do so and so, and that under 
no circumstances will such and such things 
be ‘‘ permitted,’ and he intimates that a 
very strict ‘‘ accountability’’ will be insisted 
upon. Such a man as BAKER in sucha 
position is pretty likely under the circum- 
stances to make sure of pleasing the Gov- 
ernor, and what he does will be vir- 
tually the Governor’s act. So long as the 
Governor is satisfied there will be no 
one else to hold him to a “rightful account- 
ability.” Mr. Baxer’s own appointment, 
then, being in accordance with the Govern- 
or’s idea of divorcing the prisons from 
political influences and interference, all sub- 
ordinate changes to be made will doubtless 
conform to the same idea. Whether the 
public will form the same judgment of the 
conformity of practice with theory that 
Gov. CorNELL will display remains to be 
seen. The best we can do is to credit him 
with honest purposes and watch closely his 
method of carrying them out.

A RAILROAD LEGISLATURE. 


The excitement in Jersey City and Hobo- 
ken over the seizure of the water-front by 
the connivance of the Legislature seems to 
be on the increase, Resolutions adopted at 
some of the mass-meetings of citizens are 
inflammatory in language and can do no 
good. Itisidle to talk of forcible resist- 
ance to the laws enacted by the Legislature, 
and the threat that the State Militia shall 
be called out to protect the property in dan- 
ger is simply childish. Nevertheless, it 
must be admitted that the theft of the 
lands coveted by the railroad companies is 
& great outrage; and no amount of sophistry 
and special pleading can justify in their 
course the members of the Legislature who 
have steadily voted for the corporations. 
One suspicious feature of this legislation is 
the reluctance of the ‘‘ railroad members,”’ 
as they are called, to permit full debate upon 
bills of such importance as these are admit- 
ted to possess. For the most part, the large 
majorities in both branches of the Legisla- 
ture in favor of the railroad bills have con- 
tented themselves with voting steadily for 
the railroad corporations, without explana- 
tion, defense, or discussion. So far as de- 
bate has been forced upon these measures, it 
has been nearly all on one side. 


Along the water-front of Jersey City and 
Hoboken are two water lines, one represent- 
ing the ancient natural river front, and the 
other the present actual river front. Be- 
tween these two is a broad band of ‘filled-in 
land. This strip is claimed by the railroad 
companies, and its possession by them will 
forever prevent the city authorities from ex- 
tending the streets to the water-front, Under 
bill No. 167, lately vetoed by the Governor 
and now pending in the lower house, no street 
can be extended across the filled land 
beyond the ancient water line, except 
where these streets have already been 
opened, paved, and improved. , As a mat- 
ter of fact, none of these streets have 
been run to the river, nor can they (under 
the bil!) be carried one foot beyond the old 
line. The public right of easement is taken 
away from the cities at every point. In 
one or two cases suits have been begun to 
recover to the city of Hoboken the right of 
extending streets that have been closed by 
the railroads. Bill No. 167 compels the 
vacation of the entire water-front in Jersey 
City and Hoboken to the use of the corpo- 
rations, and puts an end to the suits pending 
for the recovery of the right to cross the 
filled lands to the river. Should the rail- 
roads take possession of these lands, they 
would be at liberty to build an insurmount- 
able sea wall along the entire water-front of 
the two cities. 


There are one or two arguments employed 
by the supporters of the bill, the chief of 
which is that the right of eminent domain is 
not, and can not be, destroyed by act of Le- 
gislature. That is to say, the cities may, 
through the courts, procure authority to 
condemn the property through which it may 
be deemed desirable to extend the public 
streets. To condemn private property for 
public uses involves the payment of assessed 
damages to the owners ‘of the property 
taken. In this case the owners are the 
railroad corporations, which, when once in 
full possession, would never consent that the 
opening of, streets across the filled land shall 
be made. To condemn the property re- 
quired would involve the expenditure of 
millions of dollars. So that the railroad 
companies, having seized the entire water- 
front, could safely defy the cities of Hobo- 
ken and Jersey City to attempt, by any law- 
ful means, to reach the water. In gro- 
tesque contradiction to the argument that 
the cities may hereafter purchase the right 
to extend streets across the filled land is 
the plea of ex-Gov. Bepire. Speaking for 
the railroad corporations, Mr. Brp.e said 
the municipal Government of Jersey City had 
been recklessly extravagant; that frauds 
and corruption had been practiced in street 
openings and improvements, and that no 
more wharves or piers were needed. He 
condemned wild extravagance and advocated 
economy. Thatis to say, asthe city may 
be extravagant and lay out and improve 
streets along a water-front, the territory 
should be dedicated forever to private uses, 
and the city, if bent on profligate expendi- 
tures, must buy back the land thus uncere- 
moniously taken from it, 

If the right of eminent domain has not 
been, and can not be, impaired by act of Le- 
gislature, it becomes an interesting question 
to know how tne railroad companies ever ac- 
quired the right to take possession of all the 
lands below the ancient water line. The 
Riparian Commission, under whose conces- 
sions the railroad companies claim, was 
nominally created to look after the interests 
of the State in these riparian rights. Like 
every other official body in New-Jersey, the 
commission appears to have been the prop- 
erty of the railroad corporations: so that. so 
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far from protecting the public interests in this 
shore property, it has been silently handed 
over to the companies. Of course, if the rail- 
way kings own the Legislature, they may 
legislate the members of the Riparian Com- 
mission in or out, as they choose. At 
any rate, the fact remains that the railway 
people are practically in possessio., and that 
they mean to stay. Their subservient tools 
in the Legislature have passed a bill permit- 
ting railway tracks to be laid along or across 
all streets,at any point, without making neces- 
sary any application to the city Government. 
It is not surprising that the people of New- 
Jersey, after years of comparative indiffer- 
ence to the encroachments of the railroad 
monopolies, should finally begin to complain 
that the Legislature has no apparent cause 
for existence save in the requirements of the 
railroads, 


MR. INGERSOLL’S MOTIVE. 


Mr. Ineersouu lectured in this City on 
Sunday night to a large audience of his ad- 
mirers, and attacked Christianity with his 
accustomed brilliancy. Like any other lec- 
turer, he is paid for his lecture, and it is 
thus easy to say that he abuses Christianity 
in order tomake money. No fair-minded 
man, however, is willing to assume that Mr. 
INGERSOLL has no other than a purely mer- 
cenary motive in endeavoring to undermine 
the faith of his fellow-men. He claims that 
as Christianity is an imposture, it is the duty 
of honest men to expose it in the interests 
of truth. Is he quite sure that he is pre- 
pared to carry this devotion to truth to its 
legitimate conclusion ? 


Let us grant that the Christian religion is 
anentire delusion. Is it not beyond any 
question a beneficent delusion? That 
crimes have been committed in its name in 
past ages does not concern the question of 
the character of its influence on the present 
generation. There is now no danger that 
Catholics will burn Protestants or Protest- 
ants will burn Catholics. Men have learned 
by experience that fire is not an argument 
that appeals to the intellect. No Church or 
sect now dreams of making converts with 
the fagot or the rack. Against the Chris- 
tianity of to-day what charge can Mr. In- 
GERSOLL bring except that it asks assent 
to doctrines which he regards as un- 
true and preposterous? He surely can- 
not charge Christianity with spreading and 
fostering immorality. Catholicism does not 
teach men to commit adultery. Methodism 
does not encourage murder, and Presby- 
terianism does not promote theft and lying. 
The doctrine of the incarnation may be 
foolishness in Mr. INGERSOLL’s eyes, but a 
belief in it cannot lead a man into looseness 
of life. The dogma of the Trinity may be 
an absurd fable, but it never taught a bank 
cashier to rob the safe. The persistency with 
which Christian ministers urge men to re- 
pent of their sins may be a mere waste of 
words, but it cannot by the wildest effort of 
sophistry be viewed as an encouragement to 
crime. Bitterly as Mr. IncERso.tu hates 
Christianity he must admit that its influence 
is on the side of morality and decency, and 
that any Christian community, however 
ridiculous may be its peculiar religious delu- 
sions, is higher in the scale of morality than 
any pagan community. Also, it is an un- 
deniable fact that hundreds of thousands of 
Christians bear the burdens of life and face 
the fear of death with courage and hope 
which spring wholly from their religion. 
Mr. INGERSOLL surely will not claim that he 
is trying to abolish Christianity because it 
makes men worse and more hopeless than 
they would be without it. He attacks it 
solely because it is a delusion, and it is 
degrading and unmanly for men to cherish 
@ delusion. 


This unflinching allegiance to truth is, of 
course, admirable, but why does not Mr. In- 
GERSOLL carry it into every path of life? 
He is almost as fond of children, so he as- 
sures us, as he is of truth. When next he 
sees a smile on the face of a crippled and 
sleeping child and knows that the sufferer 
has met unfamiliar happiness in a dream, 
will he awaken him and call him back to 
pain because dreams are delusions and it is 
unmanly to find comfort in a delusion? 
There are wives without number who trust 
implicitly in husbands unworthy of them, 
wives whose happiness is born of their igno- 
rance, and who love in their husbands 
qualities which their own fancy has 
created. Will Mr. INGERSOLL, in 
his devotion to truth, insist that 
such women shall no longer cling to their 
delusions and that they shall be crushed 
under the knowledge of the truth concern- 
ing the men whom they idealize? There are 
fathers and mothers who believe that their 
sons are upright and noble, and whose be- 
lief gives them unspeakable happiness. 
Does Mr. INGERSOLL propose to go to these 
parents and tell them that their sons are 
secretly drunkards or thieves? Or would 
he ruin a young man’s faith in humanity 
by convincing him that his dead mother 
just laid in her coffin had been unworthy of 
an honest man’s respect? 


Nothing is more certain than that Mr. In- 
GERSOLL, with all his hatred of delusions and 
reverence for truth, would do none of these 
things. He is said to be a warm-inearted 
man, and he confines his hatred of delusions 
to Christianity. He tells the mother that 
she will never again see her dead child, for 
there is no resurrection and no future life. 
He takes from the man whose life has been 
a failure here the hope of that other life 
where the ‘‘ heroic for earth too high’? might 
become possible. He snatches from the suf- 
ferer who has borne pain and misery and 
heartache his sole support, and assures him 
that divine help and comfort are idle fancies. 
He warns the dying that heaven isa myth, 
and that they must face annihilation with 
what courage their shattered nerves have left 
them. He takes hope and peace and hap- 
piness out of life and leaves nothing in their 
place. 


It seems as if this were a terrible mistake. 
Much as truth deserves to be honored, the 
delusions of Christianity are surely better 
than the ruthless iconoclasm of Mr. IncEr- 
soLu. Is it necessary to destroy the strong- 
est safeguard of morality and the consolation 
and hope of humanity even if they are the 
‘‘offspring of delusion?’ If allegiance to 
truth requires this terrible work, and Mr. 
INGERSOLL is irresistibly impelled by his 
sense of duty to do it, he deserves the utmost 
sympathy; and the story that he ‘‘bubbles 
over’ with wit and humor while thus en- 
gaged in a task in comparison with which 


the massacre of St. Bartholomew was merci- 
ful must be an atrocious libel.

It is not likely that THomas MURPHY, other- 
wise “Number Ninety-four,” will be deeply con- 
cerned to know that Judge Lawrence, 
of the Supreme Court, has decided that 
book-making is an unlawful pursuit. Nor 
will “Namber Ninety-four” regret that 
Judge Dononvsz’s convenient injunction has 
been vacated with the implied comment that it 
never should have been made. That injunction was 
issued at the application of Murray, whoss portrait 
in the Rogues’ Gallery is numbered oninety- 
four, just before the beginning of the late 
walking-match at the Madison-Square Garden, the 
hearing thereon being set for a date sufficiently 
remote to allow the walking aud the gam- 
bling to be finished before the injunction 
could cease to be available. It will be re- 
membered that the injunction was issued to 
prevent the arrest of the book-makers, it being 
pretended that such arrest would be illegal 
As Judge Lawrence has set forth, the 
attempt to prevent an arrest by procur- 
ing an injunction is not regular in law. If 
it were possible to procure injunctions to stave off 
arrest, pending the question of the intent and 
meaning of a statute, intending law-breakers 
might find it convenient to carry about with them 
one of Judge Dononvusr’s safeguards,

The accounts of eye-witnesses of the killing 
of a poor little girl at the Twenty-third -street sta 
tion of the Sixth-avenue elevated road on Sat- 
urday evening are conflicting, as usual, and it will 
never be known precisely how the child came un- 
der the wheels. But it is unquestionable that she 
fell just after the train had started or just a few 
seconds before, nobody seeing her—or having suffi- 
client presence of mind if seeing her—to prevent 
its starting; that the occurrence was in the burry 
usual in the busiest traffic of the day, and that un- 
less the starting signal was given before the car 
gate was closed this child of tender years was left 
outside the gate as one more victim of that deadly 
deviee. As we have morethan once pointed out, 
the platform is open to the most belated passenger 
who can rush up to the car gate, beneath which 
are the awaiting rails and wheels; at this gate— 
which the brakeman must necessarily close, not 
always with the best judgment—there is likely to 
be, and frequently is, a question whether the al- 
most belated passenger shall be shut out or not; 
the gate, which should fully exclude him, fixes his 
fate if he clings to the ontside of it and is 
carried to the end of the station, where 
a convenient scraper is fastened to push 
him down to the street if he is not sooner jammed 
and rolled into the crevice between station plat- 
form and car, as happened to the unfortunate man 
whose foot was caught at Chatham-square station, 
The person whose foot is on the platform after the 
gate is closed—and sometimes it is closed directly 
against the passenger—is in imminent danger, and 
the whole is done in a hurry which permits no rea- 
soning, only impulse and instinct. Under the circum- 
stances the surprising thing is that these miscalled 
accidents are not of daily occurrence. If nothing 
better could be done, the car gates should be re- 
moved entirely; but something better can be—the 
remedy is simple and obvious. A gate should cut 
off access to the station platform and should be 
tended by a gateman, who should close it as atrain 
approaches. Ample time then should be, and could 
be, allowed forall passengers on the platform to 
get on board, and the starting signal should be 
given by the man in charge of the platform gate, 
whose attention would not be taken up by having 
any assistance to render; as every car platform 
would be easily under his view he should see every 
person on board, and the small gates closed, 
and then he should strike a fixed gone. If 
desired the brakeman could pass the signal 
forward to the engineer, as now done, but the 
latter should wait until he heard the signal from 
the station gateman, which signal could be given 
on a peculiar double-dome gong at the extreme 
end of the platform. This process would cake not 
a second more time, necessarily, than is now con- 
sumed by the tumble-up and pelil-mell scramble, 
although it may be open to an objection in the fact 
that under it there would be no possibility of any- 
body’s getting hurt.

There is nothing more ruinous to a scientific 
man, as a general rule, than to discover a law; 
and Mr. Paesr Hieaes, LL. D., D. Sc., has discov- 
ered one, namely, “That the light in an electric 
system varies as the fourth power of the current, 
where resistance is constant, or as the second 
power of the work in circuit.” Mr. Hiees has 
made some measurements of the electric light, 
and furnishea some conclusions as to its competi- 
tion with gas on the score of economy that are 
worth explaining. His results are based upon 
measurements of the light evolved by Serrin, 
Crompton, Werdermann, Joel, Maxim, Edison, 
Swan, and other lamps. some of them working on 
the voltaic aro and others on the incandes- 
cent principle. One of his most important deduc- 
tions from the data that he has collected for the 
London Institution of Civil Engineers on this sub- 
ject isthat while the incandescent light is theo- 
retically more costly than that of the arc, as about 
six to one, there are in the practical application of 
the two to common life certain considerations 
that must not be forgotten. The first 
is} that the are light requires the con- 
scant altendance of some person in order to main- 
tain the store of carbon, and such attendance tends 
to reduce its economical advantages. It requires, 
in other words, speaking from the stand-point of 
physics, six times as many heat units to maintain 
an incandescent lamp as to maintain an arc, but 
the attendance of the latter is an item of expense 
that may possibly overbalance the mere question 
of physical expenditure. Granting, however, the 
comparatively high expense of the incandescent 
light in competition with the aro, the question 
is whether the former can successfully com- 
pete with gas. Upon this point the calculations of 
Mr. Hiees are of interest because of their nov- 
elty and their dissent from doctrines popu- 
larly accepted. One standard candle at the 
distanée of one foot is approximately the 
light employed in ordinary domestic vo- 
cations. Assuming an average distance of 8 
feet for domestio lighting, a group of electric lights 
must, he argues, possess a power of 64 candles in 
order to give the same surface intensity in a room 
16 feet square and of rather more than the ordi- 
nary altitude of ceiling. According to his compu- 
tations, the incandescent lamp will yie!d this 
light at an expenditure of six-tenths of 
a heat unit to each candle, or 386 heat 
units for a light centre of 64 candles, 
and four such light centres can consequently be 
maintained by an expenditure of one-horse power 
on the incandescent principle. To maintain four 
lights of 16 candles each with gas costs, at present 
prices, 5 cents an hour. To maintain alieht centre 
of 64 candies by incandescence, allowing 25 per 
centum for profit, costs 4.15 an hour, which shows 
that the incandescent light can undersell gas at 
$2 50 per 1,000 feet by 17 per centum, with a good 
margin of prefit included. These computations are 
just now of some importance, because the impres- 
sion has obtained considerable currency that the 
incandescent lamp, candle for candle, is more ex- 
pensive than the gas-jet, and therefore debarred 
from successful competition; whereas, with a mar- 
gin of 25 per centum for profit embraced in the cal- 
culation, it is, according to Mr. Hiees, 17 per cen- 
tum more economical than gas-light. 
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The address which was delivered by the 
Rey. CHARLES C. EveREtTT atthe burial service of 
LONGFELLOW contained one passage which must 
have seemed to most readers in striking contrast 
with what had previously been written in various 
leading journals upon the genius of the poet. This 
passage was as follows: ‘“Itis said, 1 know, that 
thus he represents the culture of the past and of 
foreign lands; that he is not our poet—not Ameri- 
can. But whatis the genius of our country? What 
is American genius? Is it not the very genius of 
all nations, bringing together elements from far- 
off lands, fusing them into one, and making a new 
type of man? The American poet should repre- 
sent the genius of alllands. * * * He must,in 
other words, be like our Lonergetiow.”’ This is, to 
say the least, a curious statement, and it is a highly 
ingenious defense of an American poet who is in 
no vivid or lasting sense American. . It is true,. 
however, that LoneFreLiow represents inone way 
our national type of eharacter—a type which gets 
its strength from many sourees, and which veils its: 
diversified traits with a certain Old World eleganee. 
On the other hand, there is, without question, 
under the superficial rombination ef old and new 


viduality which belong to us as clearly as oui 
strangely novel national life belongs to ns. It isthis © 
individuality which Lonorziiow and other patri-_ 
archal poets, in spite of their culture or patriotism, 
have failed to touch or to reveal. It is sure, all the 
same, that LONGFELLOW appears, in the eyes of 
Many Americans.and of many Enropean critics, 
the best illustration of that kind of Americanism 
which is merely Old World habit viewed under 
new conditions, There is, for instance, a French 
critic, M. AuBeRT-Lerarvre, who has written this 
appreciative comment upon LonerzLiow: “ That 
incorruptible judge, postenty, will shortly pro 
nounce its verdict. Without anticipating this de- 
cision, without going into any dograatio question, 
we can to-day offer to the anthor of ‘Evangelins' 
the palm which he has gloriously won, and which 
none of Lis compatriots wonld seek to deprive him 
of. Others, like Brrant, Dana, Hatteck, Hotes, 
have drawn transatlantic poetry from its limbo, 
LONGFELLOW appears to us like a definite expres- 
sion of American genius; we find in him ail the 
characteristics which the literature of the New 
World must uniten order that it may mark prog- 
ress in civilization and point out a new path ta 
humanity.” This may not be dogmatism, but it is 
certainly not deep truth; it is almost as reasonable 
as the prediction that no one will arise to take the 
Dlace left vacant by our poet-patriarchs, as thougs

THE ITALIAN OPERA SEASON. 

The third representation of Meyerbeer’s 
“L’Africaine” was given last night at the Academy 
of Music, and was, on the whole, the best of the 
season. All the artists were in good vocal vondi- 
tion and all exerted themselves to give am impres- 
sive performance, and with such success, it 
must be stated, as is seldom known 
The audience was very large and of 
the best character and gave appreciative 
applause. With all the judicious cutting 
that has been done the opera {s still too long for 
the endurance of an audience and the pnysical 
capabilities of the artists, as was made evident last 
night; and as it cannot be presented without con- 
siderable delays between the acts a further reduc 
tion would seem to be advisable.

In no opera heretofore has this eminent 
lyric artist appeared to better advantage, and cer 
tainly he never sang with more fervor and masical 
ability than in his grand réle last night. Miss 
Hauk was quite as good as before in Selika, and in 
the great scene in the third act sang with unusual} 
force and dramatic effect. Mlle. Dotti justified 
the opinion before expressed that her Ines is the 
best réle in which she has yet appeared, 
If goes without saying that Signor Galass{ 
was perfectly satisfactory as Nelusko. He 
was dignified and artistic in his action, and vocally 
beyond criticism. In all the details the opera was 
presented in the generous manner that has been 
before commended, and may be justly styled the 
most picturesque and complete performance that 
has been offered in many years.

One of them 
thus explains the failure: “Its competition with 
other temperance eating-houses, where tobacco is 
sold, but not liquors, has diminished its receipts 
a great deal. We have also lost a revenue by the 
onerations of the Bureau of Labor and Charities, 
which. has stopped begging. Formerly we sold 
tickets to families to be given to applicants for 
alms. That is now done away with.” 


Tntil recently the city of St. Louis has had 
two “Carolina” avenues, three ‘‘Caroline” ave- 
nues, and two “Caroline” streets; three “Clay” 
streets and two ‘* Clay” avenues, three * Elizabeth” 
streets and one “Elizabeth” avenue, seven “ Main” 
streets, three “ Miller” streets, three ‘*‘ Penrose” 
streets, and three *‘ Grand” avenues, and any num- 
ber of ‘First,’ ‘ Fourth,” “ Fifth,” and “Efkbth” 
streets. The duplication has made no end of trouble, 
especially to the Post Office authorities, and the 
nuisance is to be removed, the City Council having 
passed an act changing the names of some 200 
streets, and declaring that hereafter no street 
shall have more than one name and no two streets 
shall have the same name.

S0ME MINOR FOREIGN FACTS. 


The final completion of the Russian railway 
(fn the trans-Caspian country is now looked upon 
‘as a question only of time. Some weeks ago in 
Moscow a mevting of leading merchants was held 
to consider the subject of the road, and it was the 
general sentiment that the advantages to be de- 
rived from it by Russian trade would be immense. 


The new Italian census gives the commune 
of Naples a population of 489,334 souls, or 104,936 
families, This is an increase since 1871 of 40,999 
individuals, or 11,541 families. Other Italian cities 
have the following population: Milan, 821,000; 
Rome, 800,292; Palermo, 244,955; Genoa, 179,491; 
Florence, 168,000; Venice, 130,698; Bologna, 122,884; 
Messina, 120,000; Catania, 101,000; Leghorn, 97,615; 
Ferrara, 77,008; Padua, 72,174; Verona, 68,741; Luc- 
ra, 68,116; Alessandria, 62,634; Brescia, 60,630; Bari, 
60,575; Ravenna, 60,806. All these cities have in- 
creased their populations. 


Banking business in Russia is said to be of 
late improving toa marked extent, as compared 
erith the year 1880. One of the institutions, known 
as the Russian Bank for Foreign Trade, showed at 
the close of the year 1881 total assets of 60,000,000 
rubles, against 25,000,000 at the close of 1880. This, 
however, was partly owing to the addition of 12,- 
500,000 rubles to the bank’s capital. For the Lon- 
don branch of this house the increase of business is 
indicated by 8,500,000 for 1880 and 13,830,000 tor 1881. 
Another Russian bank shows increased assets of 
52,647,000 as against 48,820,000 for the previous year. 
The deposits have been augmented by nearly 
4,000,000. 

It has been reserved for a Russian to employ 
a locomotive for purposes of smuggling. This was 
done on aline that enters Russia at Alexandrovo, 
and the authorities. on being informed of the fact, 
made an examination of the engine, finding that 
its interior had been very ingeniously converted 
into a receptacle forsmuggled goods. Nothing 
whatever was then found In the engine, but it was 
deemed best that an officer from the Custom-house 
should accompany it to its destination. On arrival 
there tne furnaces and boiler were emptied of 
water and coal, and deliberately taken to pieces, 
when a package of cigars, weighing 123 pounds, 
and several valuable parcels of silks were found in 
p secret compartment. Several arrests were made, 
Including the engineer, who manifested great as- 
yonishment when he found that his machine had 
been made the tool of smugglers. He was finally 
released, the authorities being satisfied of his inno- 
pence. How any one could thus have used the 
lozomotive withont the knowledge of the engineer 
‘we are not informed. 


Some kindly disposed persons in London 
have formed a society to provide a proper “* burial- 
place for pet animals, dogs, pussy cats, and little 
birds.”

‘We propose to establish a burial-ground within a 
few miles of London where pet animals, faithful 
dogs, cats, and birds can be placed after death, 
and, if wished for, a tribute to their memory erected 
by those who love them. Having heard of your 
kindly feelings to the animal world, we ask you to 
permit us to place your name among our patrons. 
There is no liability, but any assistance will be 
gratefully received.” Itisurged in favor of the 
movement that it is not so grotesque as it might 
seem, since great difficulty is found in London in 
disposing of the bodies of dead pets save by throw- 
\ng them into the dust-bin.

THE MISSISSIPPI FLOOD. 
THE WATER FALLING IN THE UPPER VALLEY 
—CREVASSES NEAR NEW-ORLEANS, 

New-Orieans, March 27.—The Police to- 
night report the levee at the head of Josephine- 
street in a dangerous condition and beginning 
to cave. The river is here close to Tchou- 
pitculas-street, which is itself a part of 
& levee, anda cave must occur to let the water 
into the city to any damaging extent. The latest 
news from the Story crevasse, which has been open 
now for a week, is that the water is still 
finding its way through the old canal into the 
lake. Another break has oecurred at the Live 
Oak place, below the city, but little dam- 
age is apprehended. By far the great- 
est calamity in Southern Louisiana was the 
breaking or cutting of the Arizona levee, 
in Iberville. By noon to-day it had 
widened to 400 feet, with a 10 foot 


fall of water running through. So far, 
fortunately, most of the water has falien into the 
Swamps in the rear, and is making its way 
through into Lake Maurepas. Another break 
is reported to-might, the rear levee 
Edward J. Gay’s Oaks Plantation. in West 
Baton Rouge, having gone under, unable to with- 
stand the back-water of the Grosse Tete crevasse. 
The practical relief committee of the city. 
which furnishes lumber and bagging for 
mending the preaks, is moving promptly. 
fhe report comes that the laborers in West Baton 
Rouge quit work to-day upon the report being cir- 
culated that Government rations were coming. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., March 27.—The steamer 
Carroll, from Sharkey, on the Tallahatchie River, 
reports a fall of 18 inches at that point, and that 
many of the planters are preparing to resume 

It was reported that the ein-house 

D. G. Pepper had fallen in, resulting 

in the inn and drowning of a number 
of persons, but this report was not credited 
by the officers of the Carroll. A white man named 
Louis Stanley was drowned at Mrs, Dan’s place, 
near Chotard, on Saturday. A skiff containing 
two negroes was capsized at Major Higgins’s place 
in the same neighborhood, and both were drowned. 
The house of Henry Davenport, on Peeler's 
place, was washed away, and everything 
he had was lost. Tne compress he:e, which 
has been under water, was opened to-day 
for business. The steamer Sunflower, from Fai- 
sonia, 250 miles up the Sunflower River, arrived 
this morning and reports the river as falling at that 
point, with a total fall of 2 feet. At Campbellsville, 
90 miles up, the water is falling at the rate of 1 
inch in 24 hours. An unusually heavy rain, of sev- 
era! hours’ duration, fell there last night. From pas- 
sengers by the steamer Sunflower it is ascertained 
that there.is much dissatisfaction along the Sun- 
flower River with the manner in which rations 
were distributed by the United States steamer 
Anita on ber trip up. The planters and laborers 
object to the merchants acting as distributing 
agents. The steamer Ike Bonham came in to- 
day from Little Deer Creek with 70 head 
of stock, 43 passengers, 1,000 sacks of seed, 
and 47 bales of cotton. A fall of 7 inches is 
reported in the creek, with a strong current which 
indicates a general decline of the water. The Bon- 
ham went up as far as Gibbon's Landing, Sharkey 
County. She reports little destitution in that re- 
gion. The planters generally are of the opinion 
that a good crop will be made. The hands gener- 
ally are well cared for and satisfied. With a de- 
cline of 3 feet, many of the plantations will be out. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The Secretary of 
War has received a telegram from L. W. Dan- 
forth, agent at Charleston, Mo., as follows: 
“No more Government supplies needed here. 
Farmers at work and more cheerful.” He 
has also received the following report from 
Capt. J. M. Lee, Ninth Infantry, dated at 

March 2: “Arrived here this 
morning from Vicksburg. The supplies sent by 
steamer Coal Biuff on barges arrived here last 
night. Shall return with Coal Bluff to Vicksburg, 
leaving here to-day. The supplies now fur- 
nished for Mississippi will last until about 
the 565th prox. At the rate the water 
is going down no _ necessity of supplies 
beyond the 10th of April. This will require addi- 
tional supplies of 75,000 pounds of meal and 150,000 
pounds of meat, which should be sent to Heming- 
way, at Memphis, so as to arrive there not later 
than the 4th prox.

AvcGusta, Ga., March 27.—About 1 o’clock 
to-day a destructive wind swept the country four 
miles north-east of Waynesborough. Houses and 
fences were blown down and trees were uprooted 
Much damage was done to the property on the 
plantations of Joseph M. Ward, J. J. Jones, E, A, 
Carter, and P. E. Steiner. The dining-room of 


Josepn M. Ward was blown to pieces while the 
aoa was at dinner. Gilbert Ward. 4 years old, 
ot filed, and a Miss Dunlap was painfully in- 
ured. 


Macon, Ga., March 27.—A tornado to-day 
did much damage to property near this city and 
along the line of the Central Road as far as Sand- 
ersville. Dwellings, barns, gin-houses, cabins, and 
trees were destroyed, and many persons were in- 
jured, though no fatal accidents have been re- 
ported. The tornado, which was very violent and 
about 100 yards wide, moved from west to east. 


WHEELING, West Va., March 27.—The most 
severe hail-storm that has visited this city since 
1869 occurred this afternoon about 2 o'clock. The 
storm was short but severe. The hail-stones., 
many of them as large as walnuts, fell 
with incredible force and rapidity. A brisk 
breeze was blowing from the west, and the hail 

elted the exposed sides of buildings like rifle bails. 

he State-house, United States Custom-house, Fe- 
male College, Linsiey Institute, the large hotels and 
factories, ail the ward schoo! buildings, and 
business houses and residences having frontage 
on the west had their windows riddled. 
Hot-beds, greenhouses, and sky-lights gave way 
like ege shelis, and many valuabie plants were 
destroyed.

“ During a severe gale here this afternoon a three- 
story brick house in ths course of erection 
was blown down, and two men—Wil- 
liam Hunt = and Frank McDonald—were 
killed.

Mr. Cobb certainly acted like an 
honest man bound to do his best to find out the 
true state of the case as between Mr. Feuardent and 
Mr. Di Cesnola. He seemed to think it his duty to 
do this in the interest of his emp'oyers. He went 
and came many times between the Museum and 
Mr. Feuardent’s rooms, asking questions, and sharp 
ones too, looking into things with his own eyes— 
doing, in short, what no one ofthe Trustees has 
ever taken the trouble to do—and at last found 
that, while he was always welcomed to Lafayette- 
place, his welcome at the Museum had visibly 
cooled. When he last went to the Museum Mr. Di 
Cesnola bluntly refused to see him. 

Still more. I assert that if, in the forthcoming 
atias, the restorations made by Mr. Di Cesnola are 
not acknowledged, it will not be because the 
Messrs. Osgood are not fully informed of 
all the facts and all the evidence in Mr. 
Feuardent’s possession. They, too, have done 
—and willingly do I give them credit for it 
all that lay in their power to possess themselves of 
the facts in the case, and they do now what they 
do with their eyes open. In company with Mr. 
—. a Well-known broker of this City,one of the 
Messrs. Osgood spent a whole afternoon recently 
with Mr. Feuardent at his rooms, when the whole 
case was, at Mr. Osgood’s request, laid be- 
fore him, including the photographs sent me by Mr. 
Di Cesnola from Cyprus and described by mein 
my pamphlet. Mr. Osgood examined the writing 
on these photographs with care, comparing it with 
the writing in Mr. Di Cesnola’s letters. When the 
examination was ended Mr. Osgood said, *'I do 
not know how far this will commit usin this pub- 
lication.”” I am very tar from saying that he ex- 
pressed himself as convinced by the evidence Mr. 
Feuardent laid before him, but he certainiy made 
no effort whatever to question it. The conversa- 
tion between Mr. Cobb and Mr, Feuardent took 
place atter this interview with Mr. Osgood. 

And why, let me ask, if Mr. Di Cesnola promised 
Mr. Savage that the restorations should be ac- 
knowledged, should they not be acknowledged in 
the forthcoming atlas? And,ifthey are not ac- 
knowledged, of what possible value can the atlas 
be to students in view of the evidence as to their 
existence now accumulated to surfeit? Certainly, 
what I wrote in Tae Times was written wholly 
without malice, for I thought, and still think, the 
determination of the Messrs. Osgood to have the 
restorations inserted in the atlas highly creditable 
to their business sagacity. And their agent's 
prophecy as to the results that must necessarily 
follow this public acknowledgment seemed to me 
creditable to his sagacity also.

Mr. Feuardent having been called upon yes- 
terday in regard to the letter of the Messrs, Osgood, 
said: “Mr. Cobb, who had the business of the 
Messrs. Osgood under his charge, as faras related 
to the Atlas of Cypriote Antiquities, I gave the full- 
est opportunity of studying the whole subject. He 
came to mein Lafayette-place for the first time un- 
solicited by me, and repeated his visits. Then, as 
anonymous letters play asingular part in this unfor- 
tunate controversy,I received one dated May 23, 
1881, warning me against Mr. Cobb, that he was an 
enemy in disguise. I at once wrote to Mr. Cobb, 
senthim a copy of the anonymous letter, telling 
him to come as often as he felt inclined. Mr. Cobb 
Ifound to be antagonistic to me, and difficult to 


convince that I was in the right, but at the same 
time he was always courteous and gentlemanly, I 
see by the Mail and Express of to-day a long article 
which could, however, only emanate from the Di- 
rector’s chosen friends, as it bears allover their 
peculiar ear-marks. The first thing I remark 
is that the question of Golgés and Salamis never 
appears at all, where the statues were found, the 
real point of interest in the collection, is never 
mentioned. This is carefully evaded. Ican hardiy 
answer the article fully for thls very good reason. 
The Director of the Museum fights warily, and 
shows as much duplicity as assumption. If I were 
to disprove what is advanced in the article in 
question the Director might say thac it was writ- 
ten without his authority. I should be always 
ready to meet any statement made directly by him. 
Another reason is that as Mr. Di Cesnola has access 
to the Museum wheu nobody else has, the very 
thing which I want to show might be changed ina 
few minutes. This has been done ee For 
instance, I might insist that a part of a statue was 
to-day in plaster. To-morrow, when it might be 
examined, it would be found to be a fragment in 
stone, ‘carefully preserved by the distinguished 
discoverer.’ There are a great many important 

oints, therefore, about these statues which I shall 
be very careful not to disclose until the time 
comes when I am certain of having a hearing be- 
fore an impartial committee. As I read the alleged 
statements attributed to Mr. Di Cesnolain the 
Mail and Hzpress, 1 distinctly state that they areall 
false. Without going into further details I insist 
that the Aphrodite and Eros is not a monolith, as 

roclaimed by Mr. Di Cesnola, nor is the statue 
holding the cow’s head ‘a monolith from neck to 
ankles.’ As to the ‘legitimate causes’ which 
brought about the restoration of the feet and base 
of the statue, I believe that any one having the 
illustrated page of Mr. Cook's pamphlet before him 
would at once see how absurd is this statement. 
As to the bird of that dreadful monstros- 
ity, the bearded Venus, why should there 
be any fuss made about it at all? It is 
but the most minute thing in the general fabrica- 
of that patch-work statue. However, it is good to 
note that according to the article in the Mail and 
Express, Mr. Di Cesnola does acknowledge slight 
restorations. ‘The tips are restored. I cannot 
imagine by whom or when.’ I can produce the 
bird-maker, the ornithological manufacturer who 
worked it up under Mr. Di Cesnola’s eyes. By 
taking Mr. Di Cesnola’s own advice. ‘see 
Cyprus photographs,' French,\Revue archeologique, 
from then till now,’ what I advance can be 
proved that it isa New-York restoration. As to 
the sphinx business, Mr. Savage is quite right in 
saying that the head does not belong to the body. 
It has required hard work to thin down the neck 
of tne Golgot sphinx so as to settle on it the little 
head that Mr, Di Cesnola, in his own handwriting, 
declared he found at Salamis. ‘A small head 
wearing acrown. On the back, in Mr. Di Cesnola’s 
own hand, ** From Salamis."" Remark: This head is 
now fixed on one of the pair of sphinxes numbered 
85 in the guide to the Cesnola collection, and 
said there to have been found at Golgoi. The ob- 
ject isa made-up affair.’ (See Mr. Cook’s pamphlet, 
page 23.) I leave to Mr. Savage to clear up the 
contradictions which exist between his statement 
and that presented by the Director of the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art. Iask once more why the 
gentlemen composing the Trustees of the Museum 
seem to be so afraid of an impartial investigation, 
when, if they proceeded in a commonsense way,

JOHN WANTON LYMAN, 

Mr. John Wanten Lyman, one of the oldest 
citizens of Providence, R. 1, died in that city on 
March 23. He was born in Newport on May 10, 
1793, and was the eldest son of Major and Brevet 
Lieut.-Col. Daniel Lyman, who was a student in 
Yale College im 1775, but left to join Ethan Allen 
and the Green Mountain Boys in their historic as- 
sault upon and capture of Ticonderoga, and sub- 
sequently became an aide-de-camp to Major-Gen. 
William Heath, serving throughout the Revolution- 
ary war, and afterward Chief-Justice of Rhode 
Isiand and an original member of the Society of 
the Cincinnati. John Wanton Lyman, on the ma- 
ternal side, was great grandson of the Hon. Gideon 
Wanton, Governor of Rhode Island in 1745. He re- 
sided forsome years in early life in Philadelphia, 
engaged in merantile pursuits, but eventually set- 
tled in Providence. On July 4, 1831, he succeeded 
his father, Col. Lyman, in the Rhode Isiand State 
Society of the Cincinnati, and, dying without Issue, 
is now succeeded by his nephew and beir-at-law, 
the Hon. Daniel Wanton Lyman.

EVENTSIN THE METROP 


THE OPERA-HOUSE SCHEME. 
®TOCKHOLDERS IN FAVOR OF FINISHING THE 
BUILDING. ’ 


i & meeting of the stockholders of the Metro- 
politan Opera-house Company was held yesterday 
afternoon in the company's office at No, 65 Fifth- 
BVenue, to determine whether the building of the 
opera-house shall be abandoned or continued. The 
whole number of stockholders is 70, and the num- 


ber present and represented by proxy was 51. The 

dent of the company, Mr. James A. Roose- 
velt, presided, and among the gentlemen present 
Were Messrs. George Henry Warren, J. N. A, Gris- 
wold, E. P. Fabbri, Matthew Morgan, John Sher- 
wood, Lovis C. Hamersley, William Rhinelander 
B. A. Weeks, Robert Goelet, Calvin Guddard, and 
ex-Mayor Cooper. The questions to be decided 
Were placed before the meeting in the followin 
resolutions, which had been embodied in a printe 
proxy and sent to each stockholder: 

1, Resolved, That the Directors be and they are here 
by authorized and directed to take the necessary 
measures to sell tho property of the company, settle 
the few outstanding contracts on the best possible 
terms, liquidate the company’s affairs, and return to 


the subscribers pro rata the proce 
materiais on band, 7 oe Sone 


2. Resolved, That the Board of Directors be author- 
ized to continue the building of :the opera-house at 
buch time as they may see fit, and. to raise, by mort- 

ee “agg aca the necessary funds for completing 

Mr. Roosevelt, after briefly stating the object of 
the meeting, said that 27 proxies had been re- 
ceived, most of which were in favor of going on 
with the enterprise. In answer toa question as to 
the expense of continuing the work, he said that 
if it was decided to hold the corner lots on Broad- 
Way the additional amount required would be 
$676,000. That estimate, however, did not in- 
clude the cost of building on_ those lots, 
Entering into an analysis of this estimate 
he said that $476,000 would be needed to complete 
the opera-house, $100,000 for the stage outfit, prop- 
erties, and machinery, and $100,000 more for extras 
and contingent expenses. If it was decided to build 
on the corner lots, a further sum of $200,000 
wouldbe required, making in all $876,000, for 
which the company would have to go 
in debt. Mr. Roosevelt added, in conclusion, 
that the estimates he had given were official, ex- 
cept as to the item of $100,000 for extras. Mr. John 
Sherwood said that it might be better for the com- 
pany to buy itsown materials and do the work 
without the aid of a contracter. He understood 
that bricks were selling for $10 50 a *thousand, 
and,the:question was whether building materials 
were going to be dearer. His own opinion was 
that they would not be dearer. It was quite nat- 
ural, he said, for builders to imagine as many diffi- 
culties as possible in making up their estimates, 

A vote Was then taken on the resoiutions, and 
the second, which authorizes the Directors to pro- 
ceed with the work when they see fit, was adopted 
yeas 37, nays 14. As this result showed that a 
majority of the stockholders are in favor of con- 
tinuing the work, the Directors have no option 
but to prosecute the enterprise. Mr. Kobert Goelet 
proposed a resolutio, to authorize the Directors to 
mortgage the corner lots on Broadway, but as it 
Was generally understood that the resolution just 
adopted conferred that authority, the motion was 
not put. The meeting then adjourned. 

The resolution adopted leaves the time of pro- 

eeding with the work to the petement of the 

irectors. An informal consultation of the Direc- 
tors was held just after the stockholders’ meeting, 
but no definite line of action was determined upon. 
The estimate on which the company began work 
Was $1,000,000 as the total cost of ground and 
building; the revised estimate therefore raises the 
cost to $1,676,000 with the corner lots unimproved, 
or to $1,876,000 if those are built upon.

That the fundis to profit by private indi- 
vidual subscriptions as well as by the sale 
of tickets is proved by the donations which 
are received by the committee from _ indi- 
vidual actors and others, Yesterday the members 
of the latter body were called upon to acknowl- 
edge, with thanks, a subscription of $50 from the 
young actor, Mr. William Stafford, who is playing at 
the Windsor Theatre, and also of $25 sent to the 
Treasurer by Mr. T. Henry French, the theatrical 
publisher. The general saleis progressing with a 
Buccess exceeding the hopes of the committee and 
some of the prominent theatres, notably Mr. Wal- 
jack’s, have disposed of theirsupply with surprising 
rapidity. The large illuminated posters announc- 
ing the benefit performances have been printed and 
are now displayed at every theatre which is 
to take ‘part in the undertaking. A trifling 
amount had to be disbursed for this purpose, 
but it was confined to the lowest expendi- 
ture possible, the committee wisely determining 
that the money would not be properly expended 
if laid out in any elaborate purchase of posters. 
The cordial support of the public already obtained 
demonstrated furthermore that the purchase of 
any large number of posters would be unnecessary, 
and that the amount that might otherwise have 
unavoidably been paid out could thus be saved 
to the fund. 

Reference hasalready been made to some of the 
special attractions which are promised for the per- 
formance on **‘ Fund Day.” Among these interest- 
ing events may properly be classed the perfor- 
mance of “Article 47” to be given at the 
Grand Opera-house. Miss Clara Morris ~ has

rought to this country fora few months in 1854, 
at which time they were exhibited under the au- 
spices of the New-York Historical Society. The 
main object of bringing these pictures across the 
Atlantic at the present time’is to introduce to the 
American people a series of admirable autotype 
copies which have jus; beeu mads in London. A 
member of the family whose property the paint- 
ings are accompanies them, and for a few weeks 
will take subscriptions in the principal cities for 
the autotypesx President Arthur, Daniel 
Huntington, Eastman Johnson, and _ sev- 
eral other prominent gentlemen have _al- 
ready subscribed. The intrinsic merit of 
these portraits is obvious to veg! intelligent be- 
holder. Irving held them in very high esteem, and 
inaletter now in existence George W. P. Custis, 
Washington’s adopted son, says: “The Sharples 
rtraits are the most truthful iikenesses of Wash- 
ngton ever taken.” There are two pictures of 
Washington, one a full portrait and the other a 
profile, and naturally there is a great diversity of 
opinion us to the relative merits of the two.

A UNIFORMED RUFFIAN. 
AN ELEVATED RAILWAY CONDUCTOR WHO 
SHOULD BE LOOKED AFTER. 


An incident which strikingly Mlustrates the 


rudeness and recklessness of conductors on the 
elevated roads was witnessed by a reporter on the 
Third-avenue line yesterday morning. A gentle 
man reached the platform of the Fifty-third-street 
station just as a train wasabout to be started, 
The conductor of the forward car pulied the bell- 
rope, but left one gate open. The gentleman, act- 
ing upon the delusive supposition that it was left 
open in. an accommodating spirit to permit his 
boarding the car, which could safely have been 
done at the time, stepped forward. Just as he 
was about to get on tne car, however, the 
conductor, with an ugly frown on his face, 
sprang forward and slammed the gate to 
violently, and pushed awuy the passenger, 
who, being unprepared for such a repulse, nearly 
lost his footing on the wet and slippery platform, 
The gentleman bourded the next train, and when 
the latter reached the City Hali station he sought 
out the conductor who had pushed him aside. He 
remonstrated quietly with the jatter, whose badge 
was concealed beneath a rubber coat, and re- 
marked in the presence of a few passengers that 
such violence was extremely unwise, as it might 
cause serious accident. Tbe following interesting 
dialogue then took place: Conductor—I suppose 
if you had been killed or hurt I would be consid- 
ered to blame. Passenger—I should certainly 
consider you responsible. Conductor (aggres- 
sively)—You were not killed. Passenger—No, 


and for that very reason I come to tell you kindly 


that there was no need of being so violent, You 
could have shut the gate without such 
force, I thought you left it open for me 
or I should not have attempted to board 
the train. Meantime the conductor had been 
joined by his comrades in uniform, who jeered the 
gentleman as a “weak one” who “ought to be 
treated gently,” and gave vent to other sneering 
epithets, Finally the conductor said, “ Well, you 
ought to consider yourself lucky that you were not 
killed.” ‘That is a magnanimous position for you 
to take,” said the gentleman in astonishment. ‘It, 
would certainly appear nice as a public announce- 
ment of your opinions regarding your duties to the 
patrons of the road.” ** We don’t care a—— about 
you,” said all the conductors in a loud voice, and 
the gent!eman, who had been listened to with some 
interest by other nego hopelessly turned on 
his heel, followed by the renewed jeers of the em- 
ployes, who evidently did not consider any gentle- 
man’s remonstrance worth their attention.

ST. GEORGE'S EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
THE REV. DR, JAMES HOUSTON ECCLESTON 
CALLED TO THE RECTORSHIP. 


The Rev. Dr. James Houston Eccleston, Rec- 
tor of Trinity Episcopal Church, Newark, has re- 
ceived acall fromthe Vestry of St. George's Episco- 
pal Church in this City to take the pulpit vacated 
last May by the Rev. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng. The 
matter has been under consideration by the officers 
of St. George’s Church for the past three weeks. 


Dr. Eccleston had not decided yesterday whether. 
or not he would accept the position. Trinity 
Church Is the leading Episcepal Church in Newark. 
its Rector receives a salary of $4,000 a year and the 
use of the rectory, a handsome building in Park- 
place, which is equivalent to an additional $1,000 a 
ear. Dr. Ecciestonisa brother of the Rev. Dr. 
ohn C. Eccleston, Rector of St. John’s Church, 
Clifton, Staten Island. He was born in 1837, in 
Chester, Kent County, Md., where also lived the 
Trusty tamily, from which the late Rev. Dr. Garnet 
descended, Dr. Eccleston was educated in Prince- 
ton College, from which he was graduated in 
1856. He studied tmeology in the Episcopal Divinity 
School, in Philadelphia, and was graduated in 
1865. He was ordained by the Right Rev. Bishop 
Whittemore in St. Paul's Church, Baltimore, and in 
the Autumn of 1865 he accepted the position of as- 
sistant minister to his brother, who was then Rec- 
tor of Trinity Church, Newark. He remained there 
three months, when he accepted a call to the Reo- 
tory of St. Matthew’s Episcopal Church, Francis- 
ville, a suburb of Philadelphia. He entered upon 
his new duties in January, 1866, and remained until 
January, 1870. After spending a Winter in the 
South Dr. Eccleston accepted the Rectorsbip of the 
Church of the Saviour, in West Philadelphia, in 
March, 1871, where be remained until January, 
1877, when he took charge of his present church,

THE MINISTRY AND ITS WORK. 
Atthe meeting of the Conference of Baptist 
Pastors yesterday the Rev. Mr. Allen, of the First 
Baptist Church of Elizabeth, announced that with- 
in the last two weeks the church had secured sub- 
scriptions amounting to over $87,000 to pay off the 


mortgage and floating debt of $45,000. which has 
jncumbered the society for years. The paper of 
the day was read by the Rev. F. R. Morse, of 
Brooklyn, and was entitled ‘'The Call and Work of 
the Ministry.” It was an elaborate essay on the 
source of authority and the labor demanded of a 
Baptist clergyman, and was listened to with great 
attention by.the ministers in attendance. Mr. Morse 
assumed atthe outset the necessity of a Divine 
eall to the work of the ministry, and asserted 
that the Bible establishes the fact that God 
chooses men at His own good pleasure and 
sets them apart as His special ambassadors to take 
ebarge of His work on earth. It by no means fol- 
lows that the men 60 chosen are always acceptable 
to the churches. Many agenuine ambassador of 
Christ has without doubt been rejected of men, as 
many ministers whom He has not called areallowed 
to preach and become popular with their congre- 
gations. A true minister of God will not labor for 
the sake of money or power or caged | fame or 
notoriety. His one motive will be the salvation of 
souls and his one pride the work of the Master. 
Baptist ministers, the speaker said, should have 
but one theme for their sermons, Christ and His 
life and works. That subject was majestic enough 
toinspire any man called of God to preach, and it 
never lacked freshness. To preach on politics or 
science or any of the webiocts which so many pop- 
ular preachers talk about is to offer to the children 
of God a stone where they call for bread, and no 
man who is really divinely called to the ministry 
will thus abuse the trust repo<ed in him by his 
Creator. At the conclusion of the paper a brief 
discussion ensued, and the Conference then ad- 
journed.

he Harlem Gas-iight Company bid $19 50, the 
Central Gas-light Company $29, the Northern 
Gas-light Company $32, and the Yonkers Gas- 
light Company $30. The Automatic Gas-lamp and 
Lighting Company proposed to light the lamps in 
Central Park, using naphtha, for $27 each per year. 
The Brush Electric Light Company proposed to 
light the following streets at 70 cents per night for 
each lamp: Broadway, from Fourteenth to Thirty- 
fourth street; Fourth-avenue, from Eighteenth to 
Thirty-fourth amd from Forty-second to Fifty- 
ninth street; Park-avenue, from Thirty-fourth to 
Forty-second street; Madison-avenue, from Twen- 
ty-seventh to Fifty-ninth street; Fifth-avenue, 
from Fourteenth to Fifty-ninth streets; Eighth- 
avenue, from Fourteenth to Fifty-ninth street; 
Fourteenth-street, Twenty-third-street, Thirty- 
fourth-street, Forty-second-street, Fifty-seventh- 
street, and Fifty-ninth-street, from Fourth-avenue 
to Elghth-avenue, and Madison and Union squares, 
About 272 lamps would be required to light tnese 
streets. ‘The same company offered to light High 
Bridge tor $1 per lamp per night. Proposals were 
received from the United States Electric Light 
Company for lighting Broadway from Battery Park 
to Fourteenth-street; Battery Park, City Hall Park, 
Fiith-avenue from ,Washington-square to Four- 
teenth-street, and Washington-square at the rate 
of 70 cents per night for each lamp. The commis- 
sion will make the awards hereafter.

AN EX-CONVICI’S LECTURE. 
Dominick Kelloran, an ex-convict, delivered 
a lecture in Steinway Hall last evening before an 
audience of about 250 men and women, entitled, 
**Six Yearsin Sing Sing.”” The lecture was very 
prolix, and at 10:30 Mr. Kelloran had reduced the 


number of his hearers to about 50, who seemed de- 
termined to sit it out, though he gave no signs of 
approaching the close of his remarks. There was 
nothing in the essay whicb has not been told in the 
newspapers a score of times, and usually better 
told. It consisted principally of a series of stories 
of the escape of cenvicts, which the speaker charged 
was effected through the bribery of keepers. The 
prisoners, he said, were continually “ paddled” be- 
cause they were unable to do the work required of 
them by the bloated contractors, and wealthy con- 
victs were boarded in the hospital, while the poor 
ones were allowed io die in the dungeons for lack 
of proper food and care. The contract system vas 
described at great lengtn and pronounced a 
eurse not only to the convicts, but to outside me- 
chanics with whom it came into direct competition.

PUNISHING A TRAMP. 
A SCUFFLE WITH A TWENTY-SEVENTH-STREET 
BOARDING-HOUSE KEEPER. 


When, after behaving outrageously, John 
McMahon, a brawny tramp, invaded, yesterday 
afternoon, Albert 8. Washburn’s house, No. 44 
West Twenty-seventh-street, the occupants ejected 
him, using sufficient force to make the operation 
of purging their domicile a quick one. Mr. Wash- 
burn was the ejector, and when he had forced the 
tramp to the street he fell and injured himself se- 
riously. The place is a boarding-house, kept by 
Mrs. Washburn, who hires Nos. 46 and 48. She re- 
cently decided to stop giving food and alms to the 
tramps who infest this part of the City, as 
they were never grateful, but often insolent 
and sometimes made threats when displeased 
with their dole. The tram;s retaliated by com- 
mitting nuisances in the area of the houses 
and purposely annoyed the servants by ringing the 
bells. McMahon, who was an extremely offensive 
person, went to the stoop of No. 42 West Twenty- 
seventh-street at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and amused himself by hunting vermin for two 
hours. His shoes were ina bad condition, and as 
he pulled pieces of the soles and trimmed them he 
threw what came from them into the area of No. 
44, At4o'’clock he got up, yawned, stretched him- 
self, and going to the basement door of No. 48 rang 
the bell. Wrs. Washburn’s cook answered ths 
summons and told the man to go away, 
as she could not give him any victuals. 
MoMahon was profane and indecent, and when 
the cook withdrew he went to the basement 
door of No. 44 and rang the bell. Mrs, Washburn 
was standing at the basement window. She tapped 
on the pane and signaled to him that she had nothing 
for him. McMahon rang again, used foul language, 
and Mr. Washburn opening, the basement door, 
found him ready to contest his right to order him 
away. A wrangle touk place, and when Mr. Wash- 
burn put his hand on McMahon the fellow seized 
bim, and with one hand onthe pocket of his waist- 
coat, in which there wasaroll of money, pushed 
Mr. Washburn back. Mr, Washburn, who is of 
medium stature—McMahon was at least two inches 
the taller—-was nerved by indignation and mistrust, 
and exerting all his strength forced the tramp up the 
area step. This was done suddenly, and as McMahon 
reached the level of the sidewalk he stumbled and 
fell, striking his head on a flag-stone. In his fall 
he dragged Mr, Washburn toward him, so that he 
went sprawling beyond him, but he was not hurt, 
McMahon was immediately insensible, and Mr. 
Washburn had him carried into the house and 
summoned a physician, who said that he was suf- 
fering from concussion of the brain. Mr. Wash- 
burn went to the Twenty-ninth Precinct Station- 
house and reported the occurrence, and the Ser- 
geant on duty, after learning from an ambulance 
surgeon who took McMahon to the New-York Hos- 

ital that his injury might be fatal, placed Mr. 
ashburn under arrest. He will be arraigned at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court to-day. At the 
hospital McMahon was able to give his name and 
to say that he was 40 years old.

WILLIAM TRACEY’S TRIAL. 
FOR THE KILLING OF CHARLES P. MILLER 
LAST NOVEMBER. 


William Tracey, a well-known sporting 
character, was put on trial before Judge Cowing, 
in the General Sessions, yesterday, on an indict- 
ment charging him with the murder of Charles P. 
Miller, an equally well known “‘sport,’’ in Richard 


Darling’s saloon, in Broadway, on the evening of 
Nov. 7 last. District Attorney McKeon appeared in 
court and shared the labors of the prosecution with 
Assistant District Attorneys O’Byrne and Brady. 
The killing of Miller created great excitement at 
the time, See among the gambling and sport- 
ing fraternity, and every phase in the prosecution 
of Tracey was watched with unusual interest. The 
friends of the accused man claim that the shooting 
was done in self-defense, and that Tracey, if not ac- 
quitted, should only be convicted of a low grade of 
manslaugbter. The District Attorney, on the other 
hand, belileves it to be a clear case of deliberate 
murder, and aunounces that he will prosecute 
with the view of convicting the prisoner of a 
high grade of homicide, The court-room was 
well filled during the day. An extra panel of 100 
jurors had been summoned, and it was expected 
that from among that number 12 men satisfactory 
to both sides could be selected to try the case. 
Great difficulty was experienced in procuring a 
jury, many jurors being disqualified by reason of 
their prejudices against the custom of carrying 
weapons, while others were excused because of 
the prejudices they had formed or their objection 
to the imposition of carital punishment. At 6 
o'clock last evening only 11 jurors had been ob- 
tained, and the panel having been exhausted, the 
case was adjourned to Wednesaay morning. Judge 
Cowing ordered that an extra panel of 50 jurors be 
summoned.

UNDERGROUND RAILWAY LITIGATION. 
The Broadway Underground Railway Com- 
pany isclaimed to be the successor to the rights 
and privileges of the Beach Pneumatic Railway 
Company. Joseph Dixon, who has been the plain- 


tiff in much litigation concerning his interest 
in the Beach Pneumatic Company, recently 
brought a suit in the Superior Court against 
John Cummins and others, as Trustees of 
the Broadway Underground Railroad Company. 
He asserted tnat all the capital stock of that cor- 
poration was originally issued to him in payment 
for a franchise which he transferred to it; that the 
defendants owned only afew shares; that the de- 
fendants wrongfully opened a subscription-book 
for 3,000 shares of stock, and in violation of his 
right to subscribe for all that stock, as the holder 
of the original capital stock, accepted subscrip- 
tions from other persons forthe purpose of get- 
ting support for themselves at an election of the 
company. He claimed that the subscriptions were 
not bona fide. and that the stock issued should be 
declared null and void. The defendants asserted 
that Dixon did not own any stock in the company, 
because the shares originally issued to him were 
fradulently issued, without consideration, and that 
the subscriptions made for the 3,000 shares of stock 
were made in good faith forthe purpose of main- 
taining the company. The case was tried before 
Judge Arnoux, in Supreme Court, Special Term, 
the only matter at issue being the one of fact as to 
the good faith of the subscriptions to the stock. 
Judge Arnoux decided yesterday that the proof 
was that the subscriptions were valid, and that the 
eomplaint must be dismissed. 


EDIE TE 
ACADEMY OF SCIENCES, 

The New-York Academy of Sciences held a 
meeting last evening at No. 12 West Thirty-first- 
street at which a paper was read by Prof. Thomas 
Egleston on “The Proposed Government Commis- 


sion for the Testing of Iron and Steel,” in relation 
to a bill to be introducedin the Legislature en- 
titled “‘A bill to appoint acommission for the 
testing of iron, steel, and construction materiais” 
which is nowin the handsof Mr. Campbell, of Penn- 
syivania, The bill is fathered t the Society of Civil 
Engineers, and the Society of Miners and Mechani- 
cal Engineers. Prof. Egleston’s paper set forth the 
fact that the testing machine, manufactured by 
the Government, in 1879, had demonstrated the 
fact that at present there is no absolute test for 
the strength of iron and steel, and that conse- 

uently all who travel on the railroads or trust 
themselves in buildings with iron pillars or on iron 
bridges, risk their lives. The Professor was asked 
to prepare his paper for publication as soon as 
possible, which he promised to do. A memorial of 
the late Alexander Symon Holley, who died on the 
29th of last January, was read, and a number of 
shells, from Aztec ruins at the mouth of the Salt 
River, which had been cut for ornaments, were 
presented to the society.

A FOG IN THE BAY.

A RUSSIAN’S TWO WIVEB.

THE LIVELY MZASURES TAKEN BY THE WIFE 
WHO WAS DESERTED. 

Joseph and Anna Wilkins, the Russians who 
were arrested at the Peunsylvania Railroad Depot 
in Jersey City by Detective Francis on Saturday 
evening for disorderly conduct, were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Peloubet yesterday morning. A very 
pretty Jewess, not more than 19 or 20 years of age, 
who called herself Catharine Wilkins and said she 


is the wife of come. sat in the court-room. When 
the two were arraigned Anna charged that Joseph 
was her husband, and declared that in marrying 
Catharine he had been guilty of bigamy. In proof 
of her claim Anna produced a square piece of or- 
dinary brown wrapping paper with some writing 
upon it. The interpreter who officiated in the 
eourt’ said that it was a certificate show- 
ing @ marriage between Joseph and Anna 
at some town in Russia. He said, too, 
that in Russia marriage certificates are 
frequently written on any fragment of paper 
that happens to be nearest at hand. From the 
statements of the several parties to the controversy 
it seems that, after along courtship in Russia, Jo- 
seph and Anna became husband and wife. They 
did not agree very well, and Anna camo to this 
country. After her arrival here she repented of 
her flight, and, having earned enough, sent money 
to her husband that he might join her. The hus- 
ban‘ set out on the journey, but in London he 
met Catharine, whom he had known in his native 
piace. After atwo days’ courtship they were mar- 
ried. There was still enough left of the wife's re- 
mittance to pay their passages over the ocean, 
and they came to these shores, The first wife, 
knowing nothing, of course, of the second mar- 
riage, awaited bis arrival with pleasant anticipa- 
tions, and was disappointed when, after the vessel 
on which she expected him had arrived in port, she 
was unable to learn any tidings of him. She 
was assured, however, that he had arrived, and 
eventually learned, to her chagrin, that he was 
living somewhere in New-York City with a second 
wife. She was unable, however, to find him till 
she was informed that to escape her he and his 
second wife had applied to the Jewish Refugee So- 
ciety for transportation to Richmond, Va., and 
that, having procured their passes, they were to 
leave onthe midnight train on the Pennsyivania 
Railroad. She was inthe depot long before mid- 
night, and when her recreant husband, with his 
second wife, appeared, she assailed him with her 
tongue. He and his second wile retorted vigor- 
ously, and they became so noisy and demonstra- 
tive that Detective Francis arrested the two— 
Anna and Joseph—for disorderly conduct. In 
Judge Peloubet's court yesterday Anna pressed 
her charge of bigamy. Catharine had, however, 
surrendered her marriage certificate to her hus- 
band’s counsel, and there may be some difficulty 
in proving the second marriage. |The case will be 
disposed of to-day.
